Gentlemen  : — The  accompanying  letter  of  the  Coroner 
was  referred  to  me  in  conjunction  with  the  City  Solicitor,  to 
examine  into  the  matter  and  report  what  relief,  if  any,  was 
required. 

I  have  ascertained  that  the  proviso  in  the  Ordinance  of 
December  31,  1879,  making  an  appropriation  to  the  Coroner 
for  the  year  1880,  is  void  and  illegal,  except  so  far  as  it  re- 
lates to  the  amounts  appropriated  for  salaries  of  Coroner, 
Deputy  Coroner,  and  Clerk,  and  that  these  are  the  only  ex- 
penses that  should  be  taken  from  the  fees  earned.  That  part 
of  the  proviso,  therefore,  that  provides  that  the  amounts 
appropriated  in  Items  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  as  follows:  For  two 
physicans,  coroner's  wagon,  two  messengers,  chemical  analy- 
sis, furniture,  exhuming  and  incidentals,  witness  and  jury 
fees,  and  burials,  shall  be  taken  from  the  fees  received  by 
the  Coroner,  should  be  repealed,  and  I  have  hereto  appended 
and  report  an  ordinance  to  that  effect.  This  view  of  the 
question  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Solicitor,  who 
has  given  an  opinion  to  the  same  effect,  based  upon  the  Act 
of  Assembly  of  1876  (Burdon's  Digest,  page  1996),  and  a 
decision  thereunder  lately  given  by  Judge  Thayer  on  Sep- 
tember 20,  1880,  in  the  case  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  vs. 
William  Kent  Gilbert.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted by

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Mr.  Lex's  views  of  the  law  as  herein  expressed  are  un- 
doubtedly correct.  The  fees  of  the  Coroner  do  not  yield  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  his  salary  after  paying  the  salaries  of 
his  deputy  and  clerk.  These  salaries  are  in  the  nature  of 
first  liens  upon  the  fees  under  the  law.

road  known  as  the  Virginia  Road,  which  is  the  only  means 
of  access  to  a  number  of  tenant  houses  on  estate  of  Joseph 
Rhoads,  deceased,  and  other  properties,  so  that  they  cannot 
haul  coal  or  provisions,  and  thereby  the  tenants  have  been 
lost,  and  properties  lie  idle.

Whereas,  the  road,  known  as  the  Kensington  and  Oxford 
Turnpike,  is  the  principal  avenue  leading  to  Philadelphia  for 
that  section  of  the  city,  embraced  within  the  limits  of  Frank- 
ford  on  the  east,  and  the  York  Pike  on  the  west,  passing 
through  parts  of  the  Twenty- third,  Twenty-second,  and 
Twenty-fifth  Wards,  and  covering  an  area  of  about  fifteen 
square  miles.  This  road  is  in  so  bad  a  condition  by  reason 
of  long  neglect  that  travel  on  it  is  not  only  attended  with 
much  inconvenience,  but  actual  danger  as  well,  as  in  many 
places  the  holes  and  ruts  are  so  numerous  and  deep  that  life, 
limbs,  and  animals  are  endangered,  and  light  vehicles  and 
heavy  wagons  are  liable  to  be  broken  in  passing  over  it. 

And  Whereas,  the  citizens  directly  interested  in  this  im- 
portant thoroughfare  bear  cheerfully  their  part  of  the  burden 
of  taxation  in  supporting  the  Highway  Department,  feel  that 
they  are  justly  entitled  to  their  proportionate  share  of  the 
benefit  derived  therefrom  by  way  of  necessary  repairs  on  the 
road,  which  is  indispensable  for  their  daily  use  in  getting  to

Resolved,  That  the  authorities,  whose  duty  it  is  to  take 
action  in  the  matter,  be  requested  to  examine  into  the  con- 
dition of  the  road,  and  have  the  same  repaired  without  fur- 
ther delay. 

Resolved,  Farther,  that  if  the  litigation  now  pending  con- 
cerning this  road  is  a  bar  to  its  repair,  that  the  City  Solicitor 
be  requested  to  take  prompt  and  immediate  action  to  have 
the  case  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  at  the 
earliest  period  possible. 
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Resolved,  Third,  that  the  Chairman  of  this  meeting  ap- 
point a  committee  of  five  to  present  the  foregoing  preamble 
and  resolutions  to  the  City  Councils,  the  City  Solicitor,  and 
Highway  Department  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and  report 
at  an  adjourned  meeting  to  be  held  in  this  Hall  on  Friday 
evening,  October  22,  1880.

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  your 
joint  resolution  of  June  24,  1S80,  I  report  to  you  as  follows, 
in  relation  to  fences  over  the  line  of  Tacony  street,  from 
Duncan  to  Orchard  streets,  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward. 

There  are  two  properties  only  which  extend  over  the  line 
of  Tacony  street,  as  forty  feet  wide.  One  of  them  belongs 
to  Charles  Lukens,  the  other  is  part  of  Wain's  estate. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  has  been  a  dedication  to  the 
public  use,  in  so  far  as  concerns  so  much  of  Tacony  street  as 
is  enclosed  with  the  land  of  Mr.  Lukens,  and  that  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  can  remove  the  fence  back  to  the 
line  of  the  street  as  forty  feet  wide. 

The  ordinary  proceedings  for  opening  a  street  will  have 
to  be  taken  in  relation  to  so  much  of  Tacony  street  as  is 
included  in  the  Wain  estate,  and  a  jury  be  called  to  assess 
the  damages  resulting  to  that  estate,  if  any.  Some  years  ago 
the  City  authorities  attempted  to  remove  the  enclosure  of 
the  Wain  estate  back  to  the  line  of  Tacony  street,  forty  feet 
wide,  but  the  power  of  the  Court  was  interposed,  and  after 
an  argument  it  was  adjudged  that  the  wall  should  remain. 

A  re-survey  of  that  portion  of  Tacony  street  between 
Ashland  street  and  Orchard  street,  is  now  being  made,  there 
being  some  doubt  as  to  the  position  of  the  true  line ;  when 
this  survey  has  been  completed,  it  may  be  found  that  some 
other  properties  encroach  ;  if  so,  I  will  examine  as  to  them, 
and  make  to  you  a  further  report.

Your  attention  is  respectfully  directed  to  the  following 
order  of  the  Court,  issued  Friday,  October  29,  1880 : 

"  The  Court  Clerk  is  directed  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Mayor  to  that  portion  of  the  final  presentment  of  the  Grand 
Jury,  with  the  request  that  he  communicate  with  Councils 
relative  thereto,  viz.  :  We  have  noticed  that  many  of  the 
streets  and  highways  of  the  city  are  much  out  of  repair ; 
Diamond  street,  from  Broad  to  Twenty-second  street,  owing 
to  dilapidated  Nicholson  pavement,  constitutes  a  nuisance; 
the  upper  deck  of  the  Callowhill  Street  Bridge  should  be  re- 
newed for  the  same  reason;  Fifteenth  street,  north  from 
Diamond  street,  and  Seventeenth,  York,  and  Norm  streets 
all  need  repairs;  also,  Eising  Sun  Lane,  from  Broad  to 
Venango  street;  Sixth  street,  below  Venango  street,  and  the 
old  Oxford  pike,  from  Nicetown  lane  southward  to  the  toll 
gate  at  Second  and  Cambria  streets.  This  toll  gate  should

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  whenever  it  shall  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  any  of  the  Building  Inspectors  or  police 
officers  of  the  said  City  that  any  person  or  persons  are  erect- 
ing, or  causing  to  be  erected,  or  are  about  to  erect,  or  cause 
to  be  erected,  any  bay  or  oriel  window   that  shall  project 
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into  the  public  highway  beyond  the  building  line,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  report  the  facts  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  forth- 
with notify  the  City  Solicitor  thereof,  and  the  City  Solicitor 
shall  thereupon  take  such  steps,  by  injunction  or  otherwise, 
as  may  be  proper  to  restrain  such  erection,  or  to  cause  the 
removal  of  the  same  if  already  erected,  or  in  process  of 
erection. 

Sect.  2.  Any  bay  or  oriel  window  heretofore  erected  with- 
out special  license  from  Councils,  shall  be  permitted  to  re- 
main, unless  written  complaint  of  the  same  shall  be  made  to 
the  Mayor  by  the  adjoining  property  owners  within  sixty 
days  from  the  approval  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  Mayor 
shall  deem  it  just  and  equitable  to  remove  the  same.

Report  of  the  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Police,  1o  whom 
was  referred  by  Councils  the  ordinance  to  repeal  the  ordi- 
nance granting  permission  to  J.  C.  Harris  the  right  to 
erect  a  bay  window  at  160.9  Walnut  street . 

The  minority  of  the  above  Committee  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  are  in  favor  of  repealing  the  ordinance  granting 
to  J.  0.  Harris  the  right  to  erect  a  bay  window  at  No.  1609 
Walnut  street. 

First.  Because  the  erection _of  a  boy  window  of  the  dimen- 
sions contemplated  by  the  said  J.  C.  Harris,  will,  to  a  greater 
or  less  degree,  interrupt  the  light,  air,  and  view  of  adjoining 
houses. 

Secondly.  Because  the  erection  of  the  bay  window  on  the 
foundation  at  said  premises,  will  be  an  encroachment  of 
nearly  three  feet  into  the  sidewalk  of  said  Walnut  street, 
leaving  said  sidewalk  but  9  feet  and  3  inches,  instead  of  12 
feet,  as  required  by  law. 

Thirdly.   Because  they  believe  that  Councils  and  the  neigh- 
bors of  J.  C.  Harris  were  imposed  upon,  and  misled  by  the 
said  J.  C.  Harris  in  the  procurement  of  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance  which  granted  the  right  to  erect  said  bay  window  : 
24 
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1st.  In  that  the  ordinance  does  not  contain  the  name  of 
the  said  J.  C.  Harris,  but  of  one  Collins,  and  that  therefore, 
although  the  said  ordinance  was  published,  it  was  not  notice 
that  the  said  J.  C.  Harris  had  applied  for  such  an  ordinance, 
and  hence  would  mislead  one  seeking  in  a  newspaper  for  such 
a  notice,  they  not  connecting  the  name  of  Collins  with  said 
property. 

2d.  In  the  fact  that  no  dimensions  were  specified  by  said 
J.  C.  Harris,  and  that  hence  if  the  ordinance  stands  there  is 
no  limitation  imposed  upon  the  said  J.  C.  Harris,  who  might 
interpret  the  ordinance  to  grant  him  a  right  to  invade  the 
street  itself,  as  he  has  to  greatly  invade  the  sidewalk. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  in  other  words,  that  it  would  have 
been  more  open  and  candid  in  Mr.  Harris  towards  Councils, 
and  towards  his  neighbors,  to  have  applied  for  the  ordinance 
in  his  own  name,  and  to  have  specified  in  said  application 
the  dimensions  of  said  bay  window. 

Every  house  in  the  row  between  Sixteenth  street  and  Sev- 
enteenth street  has  14  feet  10  inches  width  of  pavement. 
This  bay  window,  if  erected,  w7ould  reduce  the  width  of  the 
pavement  to  but  little  more  than  nine  feet. 

The  repeal  of  the  ordinance  would  work  no  damage  to  Mr. 
Harris,  and  it  is  apparent  that  the  house  could  now  be  built 
on  the  line  of  the  other  houses,  and  finished  at  a  less  cost 
without  the  bay  window  than  with  it,  and  thus  work  no  dam- 
age to  anybody. 

Besides,  consideration  is  due  to  the  five  residents  and  own- 
ers of  the  houses  westward  of  1611  Walnut  street,  who  have 
made  affidavits  that  "  the  bay  window  in  question,  if  erected, 
would  inevitably  intercept  the  view  from  1611  Walnut 
street,  and  other  houses  westward,  including  their  own." 

Also  to  the  affidavits  of  half  a  dozen  real  estate  brokers 
and  agents,  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  real  estate  busi- 
ness from  fifteen  to  thirty-five  years,  and  swear  "  that  the 
building  of  this  bay  window  would  greatly  depreciate  the 
value  of  the  house  No.  1611  Walnut  street,  and  interfere 
with  the  sale  thereof."

Sec.  2.  That  Select  and  Common  Councils  shall,  on  the 
first  Thursday  of  February,  1881,  and  every  third  year 
thereafter,  at  the  second  stated  meeting  in  February,  and 
whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  resignation,  re- 
moval by  resolution  of  Councils  or  otherwise,  meet  in  Joint 
Convention  to  elect  a  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Department, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years  or  until 
his  successor  be  chosen  and  duly  qualified,  unless  he  be  sooner 
removed  by  a  resolution  of  Councils.

That  the  political  party  in  the  minority  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  shall  at  all  times  be  fairly  and  properly 
represented  in  the  persons  employed  in  said  Department  by 
at  least  one-third  of  the  employees  thereof;  and  no  employee 
of  said  Department  shall  be  dismissed  therefrom  on  account 
of  his  political  opinions.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  the 

Select  and  Common  Councils. 

Gentlemen  : — By  your  resolution  of  December  16,  1880, 
the  City  Solicitor  was  instructed  to  furnish  you  with  an  item- 
ized account  of  all  fees,  charges,  and  collections  made  by  him 
or  those  employed  in  his  department  for  the  year  1880. 

On  the  same  day  an  ordinance  was  introduced  providing 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Solicitor  to  exact,  col- 
lect, and  receive  all  fees,  charges,  and  collections  to  and  for 
the  use  of  the  city,  and  that  said  officer  shall  not  receive  for 
his  own  use,  or  for  any  use  or  purpose  other  than  the  cityrs 
use,  any  fees  for  any  official  service,  and  further  providing 
that  the  salary  of  the  Solicitor  shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars, 
which  salary  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees,  charges,  and  col- 
lections of  the  Law  Department. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  City  Solicitor  has  been  heretofore 
compensated  for  services  to  the  city,  as  her  attorney  and 
counsel,  by  certain  fees  ior  collections  fixed  by  Act  of  As- 
sembly, and  by  certain  charges  for  services  requested  by  and 
rendered  to  citizens,  supplemented  by  an  annual  appropriation 
to  him  of  thirty-six  hundred  dollars. 

Before  making  the  suggested  changes  in  the  mode  of  com- 
pensating the  City  Solicitor,  it  is  quite  important  that  you 
should  have  the  most  complete  information  upon  all  points 
for  your  guidance,  and  this  I  gladly  furnish  you. 

There  are  five  well  recognized  sources  of  revenue  which 
from  January  1,  1880,  up  to  and  inclusive  of  December  16, 
1880,  have  yielded  as  follows  : 

The  drawing  of  bonds,  -  -  -     $2,352  50 

The  drawing  of  contracts,  -  1,006  00 

Attorney  fees,  -  -  -  -  84  00 

Commission  on  city  claims,        -  3,475  20 

Commission  on  use  claims,        -  457  06 

Certificates  of  search,  -  3,277  85

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It  will  be  observed  that  the  City  Solicitor  now  receives  a 
compensation  a  little  less  than  that  given  to  the  District  At- 
torney for  services  of  a  similar  nature  requiring  professional 
training. 

I  have  appended  to  this  communication  a  detailed  state- 
ment showing  the  various  sums  paid  on  each  day  of  the  year, 
verified  by  the  affidavits  of  those  who  have  received  the  fees 
and  charges. 

The  ordinance,  as  offered,  will  have  to  be  greatly  modified, 
in  order  properly  to  effect  its  evident  purpose.  Some  of  the 
difficulties  which  it  does  not  meet  will  appear  from  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions. 

There  is  no  fixed  fee  for  the  drawing  of  a  contract,  and 
while  the  usual  fee  for  drawing  a  single  proposal  bond  is  two 
dollars,  it  is,  and  has  long  been  the  custom  to  draw  a  number, 
when  required  by  one  person,  at  a  considerable  reduction 
from  this  rate ;  if  the  change  proposed  by  your  ordinance  is 
made,  a  fixed  fee  for  these  services  should  be  prescribed, 
otherwise  there  can  be  no  settled  basis  of  accounts  for  the 
Law  Department. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  your  ordinance,  as  at  present  existing,  makes  it 
the  duty  of  the  Solicitor  simply  to  approve  the  bonds  and 
contracts,  and  that  the  services  of  his  assistant,  who  draws 
them,  are  sought  only  because  they  can  be  procured  at  little 
beyond  a  third  of  what  would  have  to  be  paid  for  similar 
services  rendered  by  any  other  lawyer.  It  becomes  routine 
work  with  him,  and  can  be  performed  for  this  reason  with 
such  facility  as  to  warrant  this  desirable  reduction. 

There  is  nothing  to  prevent  those  who  need  these  papers 
drawn  from  employing  whom  they  please  to  draw  them,  and 
submitting  them  to  the  Solicitor  simply  for  approval;  some 
provisions  may  be  needed  upon  this  point.  Nearly  all  the 
contracts  are  now  drawn  at  night  or  alter  office  hours,  and 
so,  much  of  the  labor  on  the  bonds  is  performed.  ' 

By  a  different  distribution  of  duties  among  the  assistants 
it  may  be  possible  to  secure  the  uninterrupted  work  of  one 
for  the  performance  of  these  services,  otherwise  an  additional 
tnt  would  be  needed. 

The  certificates  of  search  are  made  at  the  request  of  con- 
veyancers and  others  who  wish  to  know  whether  the  proper- 
ties to  which   they  are  making  or  receiving  title  are  subject 
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to  city  claims.  The  fees  charged  are  the  same  as  charged  in 
the  office  of  the  Prothonotary  for  similar  services,  and  are 
fixed  for  the  Prothonotary  by  Act  of  Assembly. 

The  Solicitor  is  under  no  obligation  to  render  these  ser- 
vices ;  it  is  no  part  of  his  duty,  and  he  gives  them  to  those 
who  seek  them  for  their  own  convenience  and  assurance; 
your  ordinance  should  make  provision  in  this  regard. 

It  must  be  remembered  also,  that  there  is  considerable 
responsibility  and  risk  in  the  issuing  of  certificates  of  search, 
and  that  a  single  unfortunate  omission  of  a  claim  might  create 
a  liability  to  damages  in  an  action  at  law,  which  would  sweep 
away  the  receipts  of  a  year  ;  care  should  therefore  be  taken 
in  this  direction. 

I  have  so  far  considered  the  danger  as  to  employ  as  search 
clerk  a  trained  conveyancer,  known  to  me  to  be  the  very 
embodiment  of  caution ;  he  receives  his  compensation  out  of 
the  money  paid  to  him,  for  the  searches  he  issues. 

The  sum  above  mentioned  as  receipts  for  searches,  is  the 
gross  amount  received,  without  deduction  for  salary  paid  to 
the  search  clerk. 

The  commissions  on  collection  of  City  claims  and  use  claims, 
are  fixed  by  Act  of  Assembly,  and  given  to  the  City  Solicitor 
eo  nomine,  and  perhaps  could  only  lawfully  be  taken  from 
him  by  the  City,  by  means  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  ;  but  it  is 
not  at  all  probable  that  there  would  be  any  difficulty  upon 
that  score,  since  any  one  would  prefer  a  fixed  salary  of 
$10,000,  to  the  present  uncertain  larger  sum,  coupled  with 
the  risk  attendant  upon  the  issuance  of  searches,  which  pro- 
duce so  considerable  a  portion  of  the  receipts. 

In  fixing  the  amount  of  the  salary  of  the  City  Solicitor, 
you  should  consider  the  nature  of  his  duties,  and  the  fact 
that  they  require  for  their  performance,  professional  knowl- 
edge and  skill. 

He  manages  for  the  City  in  the  course  of  every  year  several 
hundred  cases  ;  he  is  the  legal  adviser  of  every  department, 
and  of  Council. 

He  is  called  to  decide  every  difficult  question,  to  untie 
every  knot  which  may  trouble  the  chief  of  any  department ; 
and  whenever  the  honorable  bodies  to  whom  I  am  now  writ- 
ing wander,  as  they  sometimes  will,  into  a  labyrinth,  hisihand 
is  sought  to  mark  a  path  out  of  the  maze. 
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I  have  here  given  so  much  information  concerning  the 
Law  Department,  that  1  believe  it  will  not  be  deemed  out  of 
place  to  say  something  upon  a  subject  concerning  which 
there  may  be  false  impressions  by  reason  of  no  doubt  un- 
witting misrepresentations. 

The  fact  that  cases  in  which  the  City  is  interested  have 
been  tried  before  referees,  under  the  Acts  of  1874  and  1836, 
has  been  alluded  to,  as  if  it  were  a  source  of  additional  cost 
to  the  City. 

There  have  been  about  120  cases  referred  by  me  during 
the  three  years  I  have  been  in  charge  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, certainly  not  more  than  that  number,  and  no  intelligent 
and  unprejudiced  mind  can  fail  to  see  that  there  have  been 
many  thousands  of  dollars  saved  to  the  treasury,  by  means 
of  references,  if  the  slightest  consideration  be  given  to  a  few 
facts. 

The  City  is  in  as  equally  an  unfavorable  position  when 
she  goes  before  a  jury,  as  is  any  other  corporation,  and  the 
sympathies  of  jurymen  are  very  apt  to  be  excited  in  favor 
of  the  individual  in  such  cases. 

Any  corporation  would  prefer  to  have  its  controversy  with 
an  individual  tried  before  a  competent  referee,  rather  than 
by  the  average  jury. 

Further,  the  City  Solicitor  when  he  goes  into  Court  to  try 
his  case,  has  no  client  at  his  side  to  inform  him  as  to  the 
mode  by  which  any  unexpected  testimony  can  be  explained, 
but  on  the  contrary,  he  often  gets  his  only  information  of 
the  facts  of  a  case  from  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  must  meet  them  as  best  he  can,  on  the  spur 
of  the  moment. 

When  a  case  is  tried  before  a  referee,  however,  it  goes  on 
at  a  series  of  meetings  held  once  a  week  until  completed, 
and  there  is  the  fullest  opportunity  for  sifting  testimony  and 
obtaining  counter  testimony,  if  it  exists. 

There  is  reason  for  referring  another  class  of  cases  which 
are  brought  to  recover  claims  from  the  City,  to  which  there 
is  no  defence,  lying  in  two  facts  ;  first,  the  plaintiff  is  entitled 
to  as  speedy  an  issue  as  can  be  fairly  accorded  to  him  ;  and 
second,  his  claim  bears  interest;  and  the  sooner  it  is  paid, 
the  sooner  the  interest  ceases,  and  the  saving  of  interest  that 
would  accumulate  by  reason  of  the  unavoidable  delays  incident 
to  jury  trials,  would  often  more  than  pay  the  fee  of  a  referee. 
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In  every  such  case,  there  will  be  found  upon  the  records  of 
the  Court  annexed  to  the  report  of  the  referee,  all  the  sworn 
testimony  of  the  case,  showing  upon  what  his  judgment  is 
based,  and  affording  to  any  one  who  desires  to  obtain  it  the 
fullest  information  about  the  entire  case. 

The  referee  must,  of  course,  be  selected  by  the  opposing 
counsel  and  the  City  Solicitor,  and  is  not  the  appointee  of 
the  latter. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  aid  in  the  preparation  of  a  proper  ordi- 
nance to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  pending  ordinance, 
if  it  be  desired.

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  members  of  the  Special 
Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  of  re- 
organizing the  Fire  Department,  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  report,  and  in  so  doing,  they  offer  the  following 
reasons  for  their  inability  to  reach  the  same  conclusion  as 
did  the  majority  of  the  Committee  : 

1st.  They  believe  that  the  Committee  should  have  been  a 
joint  one,  so  that  Select  Council,  whose  concurrence  is  neces- 
sary on  final  action,  could  have  had  a  voice  in  the  prelimi- 
nary stages. 

2d.  While  they  believe  that  there  are  abuses  under  the 
present  management  of  the  Fire  Department  requiring  cor- 
rection, none  were  shown  to  exist,  no  investigation  having 
been  made  by  the  Committee. 

3d.  The  ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  report  of  the  ma- 
jority, does  not,  in  our  judgment,  meet  the  end  sought  to  be 
accomplished,  to  wit,  such  a  re-organization  of  this  Depart- 
ment as  will  take  it  out  of  the  political  influence  now  con- 
trolling it,  and  secure  the  appointment  of  a  better  class  of 
men  for  its  management.  By  the  change  recommended  by 
the  majority  of  the  Committee,  the  power  and  political  influ- 
ence at  present  held  and  exercised  by  the  seven  Commis- 
sioners, will  be  concentrated  in  the  hands  of  one  man,  whose 
selection  will  be  the  result  of,  not  a  vote  of  the  people,  but 
of  Councils.  It  does  not  require  argument  to  show  that  one 
man,  so  selected,  will  be  much  easier  manipulated  and  con- 
trolled for  the  selfish  political  purposes  of  one  man  or  a 
clique,  than  it  is  when  the  power  is  distributed  among  sev- 
eral individuals.  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  this  De- 
partment, with  its  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  employees, 
would,  under  the  operation  of  the  ordinance  proposed  by  the 
majority  of  the  Committee,  become  a  vast  power  in  the  hands 
of  one  man. 
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ii.  All  large  cities,  as  far  as  we  are  advised,  have  their 
Fire  Department  managed  by  a  commission  composed  of 
three  or  more  persons,  and  we  would  recommend  that  the 
present  ordinances  regulating  our  Department  be  repealed, 
and  replaced  with  a  bill  placing  the  management  of  the 
same  in  the  hands  of  a  Board,  to  be  composed  of  five  per- 
sons— three  to  be  elected  by  Councils  in  joint  convention, 
and  two  to  be  selected  by  the  Insurance  Companies  of  the 
City — each  to  hold  office  for  a  term  of  five  years — the  em- 
ployees to  be  subject  to  confirmation  by  Select  Council,  and 
no  removals  to  be  made  of  said  employees  except  for  cause.

The  Trustees  beg  further  to  state  that  the  Works  have 
been  kept  in  the  best  possible  repair,  and  that  their  efficiency 
is  adequate  to  all  demands  upon  them.  They  are  conducted 
upon  the  most  economical  system,  which  is  indispensible  to 
their  maintenance  under  existing  low  prices,  at  which  gas  is 
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furnished  to  both  private  and  public  consumers  ;  the  latter 
paying  not  over  one-half  the  actual  cost  of  the  article.  The 
gas  produced  is  made  from  the  choicer  descriptions  of  coal, 
and  is  of  a  quality  believed  to  give  general  satisfaction.  The 
consumption,  however,  is  somewhat  diminished  in  comparison 
with  that  of  former  years,  owing  to  the  mistaken  idea  of 
frugality  in  the  substitution  of  what  is  known  as  coal  oil,  in 
its  varied  shapes  and  applications ;  but  it  is  confidently 
trusted  that  a  short  experience  will  suffice  to  dispel  that 
illusion.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  Select  and

Gentlemen  : — The  present  severe  winter  with  its  heavy 
snow-falls,  and  consequent  serious  interference  with  street 
travel,  has  demonstrated  the  fact  that  existing  ordinances 
relative  to  the  removal  of  snow  are,  from  some  of  their  im- 
practicable requirements,  inoperative,  and  need  extensive 
amendment  in  order  that  they  may  be  rendered  effective,  and 
thus  properly  regulate  a  matter  which  is  of  vast  importance 
to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  citizens.  I  would  therefor 
respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  some  ideas  which 
have  presented  themselves  to  me  after  considerable  thought 
upon  the  subject,  and  would  ask,  if  deemed  advisable,  that 
you  frame  an  ordinance  embodying  the  same. 
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In  the  first  place  I  would  suggest  that,  if  the  Board  of 
Health  are  powerless  to  compel  contractors  to  remove  the 
dirty  ice  picked  from  the  crossings,  and  piled  up  at  the  in- 
tersections of  the  streets,  thus  impeding  public  travel,  some 
provision  should  be  made  to  have  the  same  removed. 

I  would  further  suggest  that  in  lieu  of  the  ordinances  now 
existing,  relative  to  the  removal  of  snow  by  the  Passenger 
Railway  Companies,  that  your  honorable  bodies  pass  one 
which  shall  require  said  companies  to  make  at  least  two  (2) 
turnouts  of  thirty  (30)  feet  each,  in  every  square,  one  on 
either  side  of  their  tracks  ;  this  would,  I  think,  be  sufficient 
to  accommodate  all  travel.  In  case  of  a  funeral  taking  place 
on  the  line  of  a  passenger  railway,  then,  and  in  that  case, 
said  company,  after  notice  from  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways,  to  remove  the  snow  for  a  space  of  not  less  than 
thirty  (30)  feet  in  front  of  the  premises  where  the  death  has 
occurred. 

I  would  further  submit  for  your  consideration  the  advis- 
ability of  dumping  in  the  docks  of  the  Delaware  and  Schuyl- 
kill the  snow  taken  from  the  streets  ;  and,  in  order  that  con- 
tractors or  others  shall  be  prevented  from  dumping  ashes 
with  the  snow,  that  a  heavy  penalty  be  affixed  to  such  mis- 
demeanor. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  some  further  legislation  would 
be  desirable  with  reference  to  the  removal  of  snow  from  foot- 
ways. 

One  very  important  matter  which  I  would  urge  upon  your 
honorable  bodies,  is  the  necessity  of  fixing  definitely  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  enforcement  of  the  ordinances,  bearing 
upon  the  above  question,  on  some  one  of  the  departments, 
and  thus  get  rid  of  a  very  serious  difficulty  which  now  inter- 
feres with  the  carrying  out,  not  only  of  this,  but  very  many 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  city.

This  is  a  happy  result  of  the  first  year  of  the  "  pay  as  you 
go  "  system.  All  claims  promptly  met  with  cash  payments, 
and  a  cash  surplus  balance  of  $1,100,927.18  at  the  close  of 
the  year.  The  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  11,  1879,  regulating 
the  income  and  outgo  of  the  City  funds,  makes  no  provision 
as  to  the  disposition  of  any  balance,  whether  to  be  applied  to 
the  reduction  of  the  funded  debt,  or  subject  to  appropriation 
by  Councils.  A  balance,  under  the  cash  system,  will  probably 
annually  occur  at  the  close  of  each  year,  and  in  view  of  this 
fact,  legislation  regulating  the  disposition  of  the  annual 
balance  may  be  necessary,  to  prevent  its  being  left  open  to 
question. 

Receipts. 

Compared  with  the  year  1879,  the  receipts  from  the  de- 
partments present  a  decrease  of  $302,294.89.  The  revenue 
for  1879  was  principally  derived  from  a  tax-rate  of  $2.05 
on  a  property  valuation  of  $534,009,864  ;  that  of  1880  was 
from  a  tax-rate  of  $2.00  on  a  property  valuation  of 
$536,667,834. 
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Of  the  tax  levy  of  1880  ($10,305,911.58),  there  was  col- 
lected $9,121,148.99,  leaving  a  balance  to  register  (deducting 
the  discount  allowed)  of  $1,003,657.44,  or  about  10  per  cent, 
of  tax  levy  uncollected. 

Of  the  tax  levy  of  1879  ($10,535,026.57),  there  was 
$9,179,913.08  collected,  leaving  a  balance  to  register  (deduct- 
ing the  discount  allowed)  of  $1,166,007.10,  or  about  11  per 
cent,  of  the  tax  levy  uncollected. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  delinquent 
tax  collections,  due  in  a  measure  to  the  small  amount  of  taxes 
registered  in  January,  1880,  as  delinquent,  there  being  a 
difference  of  9  per  cent,  compared  with  the  average  registry 
of  former  years.  Collected  in  1879,  $2,231,249.88.  In  1880, 
$1,610,440.15,  a  decrease  of  $620,809.73.  The  last  return, 
on  December  31,  1880,  will  increase  the  amount  to 
$1,656,328.37,  but  the  cash  was  not  received  in  the  treasury 
until  1881,  and  is   not  included   in   the   receipts  of  1880.

During  the  year  1880,  the  City  Treasurer  received  from 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  the  sum  of  $452,901.91.  This 
amount  was  due  from  the  State  to  the  County,  on  account  of 
the  appropriations  for  school  purposes,  by  the  State.

Disbursements. 

The  disbursements  were  $8,720,402.91  less  than  in  1879. 
In  the  year  1879  the  disbursements  were  largely  increased 
by  the  payment,  with  the  proceeds  of  the  new  4  per  cent, 
loan,  of  $10,551,611.51  of  outstanding  warrants. 

During  the  year  1880  $1,198,614.19  of  the  warrants  of 
previous  years  were  paid.  For  departments,  including 
Public  Buildings,  there  was  paid  $6,416,497.31,  and  if  to 
this  be  added  $500,193.97,  warrants  countersigned  for  the 
departments,  and   yet   outstanding,  the   total   cost   of   the 
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departments,  including  Public  Buildings,  for  the  year  1880, 
will  be  $6,916,691.28,  a  decrease  below  1879  of  $989,071.18. 
There  is  an  increase  in  the  payments  of  judgments,  execu- 
tions, &c,  over  1879,  of  $301,753.25,  owing  to  the  payment 
of  the  Struthers  judgment. 

The  City  also  paid  over  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sink- 
ing Funds  the  balance  of  unexpended  loans  amounting  to 
$306,580.33  ;  also  $800,225  for  4  per  cent,  loan  cancelled 
by  them,  and  $392,950  to  meet  the  4  per  cent,  loan,  series 
A,  maturing  December  31,  1880. 

The  ordinance  of  October  8,  1879,  directed  the  issue  of 
the  new  4  per  cent,  certificates  of  loan.  In  pursuance  of  its 
provisions  certificates  of  loan  were  issued  for  $10,000,000. 
In  the  adjustment  of  the  outstanding  warrants  it  was  found 
that  $10,000,000,  less  $800,225,  would  only  be  required,  and 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds  holding  this  amount 
of  the  new  loan,  it  was  cancelled,  and  the  sum  of  $800,225 
paid  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Funds.

The  estimated  receipts  for  the  year  1880,  as  computed 
upon  an  average  of  the  five  preceding  years,  were,  as  per  state- 
ment of  the  Controller,  presented  in  September,  1879, 
,563,066.50. 

The  actual  receipts,  deducting  $887,700  for  new  4  pet- 
cent,  loan  sold,  were  $14,237,607.06,  an  increase  over  esti- 
mate of  $1,674,540.56.  This,  in  a  great  measure,  is  due  to 
the  large  receipts  of  taxes  in  December,  and  to  the  payment 
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by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  of  the  sum  of  $452,901.91  clue 
the  City  for  school  purposes,  and  which  was  in  arrears. 

The  average  annual  amount  of  taxes  collected  within  the 
year,  based  upon  the  collections  of  the  five  years  preceding 
1879,  and  computed  upon  the  proportion  of  a  $2  tax  rate, 
was,  as  set  forth  in  same  statement,  $7,987,905.95.  The 
amount  actually  collected  in  1880  was  $9,121,148.99,  which 
exceeded  the  estimate  $1,133,243.04. 

The  revenue  other  than  current  taxes  was  $5,116,458.07. 
The  average  for  the  past  five  years,  as  per  same  statement, 
was  $4,575,160.55,  showing  an  increase  of  $541,297.52.

The  unexpended  balances  of  loans,  $306,580.33,  was,  by 
ordinance  of  Councils  of  December  31,  1879,  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  subject  to  draft 
of  payments  on  account  of  loans  by  the  departments.  The 
amount  of  loan  warrants  countersigned  during  the  year  was 
$63,364.59,  leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  $243,215.74. 

In  conclusion,  former  suggestions  are  here  reiterated,  to 
wit :  to  the  importance  of  obtaining  such  legislation  as  is 
requisite,  to  empower  the  Tax  Receiver  to  collect  on  the  tax 
bills  water  rents,  so  that  when  returns  are  made  to  this 
department  of  the  amount  of  taxes  paid,  the  amount  of  water 
rents  can  be  audited  at  the  same  time,  thus  saving  much 
useless  expense,  and  increased  liability  to  clerical  errors,  and 
allowing  taxpayers  to  pay  all  their  taxes  at  the  same  time 
and  place;  and  also  to  the  necessity  of  requiring  City  pas- 
senger railway  companies  to  make  return  to  the  City  Solicitor 
of  the  amount  of  dividends  declared  as  soon  after  the  decla- 
ration of  the  dividend  as  is  possible,  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  the  tax  on  the  dividend  due  the  City,  and  to 
facilitate  its  collection.

The  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  present  the 
Forty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  their  proceedings,  and  the 
statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Works  under  their 
control,  and  the  results  of  the  business  carried  on  by  them 
for  the  year  1880 :

The  quantity  of  gas  manufactured  during  the  year  1880 
was  2,173,010,000  cubic  feet.  The  largest  consumption  in 
any  twenty-four  hours  was  on  the  night  of  the  20th  of  De- 
cember, amounting  to  9,511,000  cubic  feet. 

The  street  mains  laid  during  the  year  were  14,958  feet, 
making  the  entire  length  707^  miles. 

The  whole  number  of  lamps,  on  the  first  of  January  of 
this  year,  was  12,415,  of  which  number  11,927  are  supplied 
with  gas  from  these  Works,  and  488  with  gas  from  the 
Northern  Liberties  Works. 
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The  Cashier's  Report,  herewith  submitted,  shows  that

The  amount  of  loans  unpaid  on  the  31st  day  of  December, 
1880,  was  $6,000,000;  from  which  deduct  the  amount  of 
loans  and  cash  in  charge  of  the  Trustees  and  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Funds,  $4,005,630.51 ;  leaving  a  balance, 
to  be  provided  for,  amounting  to  $1,994,369.49. 

For  the  purchase  of  the  Southwark  and  Moyamensing, 
German  town,  Manayunk,  and  Richmond  Gas  Companies' 
stock,  amounting  to  $300,740;  the  Trustees  have  in  the 
different  Sinking  Funds,  for  the  redemption  of  the  same, 
$224,958.70. 

The  net  profits  during  the  past  year  were  $273,372.90, 
making  the  accumulated  profits  up  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
1880  $3,604,807.05,  which  has  been  expended  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Works,  laying  of  mains,  etc.,  over  and  above 
the  loans  created  for  these  purposes. 

They  herewith  submit  the  average  of  illuminating  power 
of  the  gas  made  at  the  different  Works  under  their  charge 
during  the  year  1880,  reported  from  tests  made  daily  by 
Professor  Robert  E.  Rodgers,  of  the  Jefferson  Medical 
College,  and  Professor  Lemuel  Stephens,  of  Girard  College, 
the  lowest  average  in  every  case  being  given.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  Forty- 
Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  works,  together 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  the  operations  for  the  year  1880. 

The  total  amount  of  gas  made  during  the  year  was 
2,173,010,000  cubic  feet,  making  the  total  product  of  the 
works  since  their  erection  32,813,478,000  cubic  feet.

No  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  supplying  the  district  from  the  Market  Street 
Works  and  Ninth  and  Diamond  Street  Station. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  works  for 
the  past  and  each  preceding  year  will  be  found  in  the 
annexed  tabular  statement.

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  considered  an  ordinance  to  make  an 
appropriation  (out  of  the  surplus  revenue  for  1880)  to  the 
City  Commissioners  to  pay  balance  due  December  31,  1880, 
for  the  keep  of  insane  patients  in  the  Norristown  Insane 
Hospital,  and  as  this  surplus  fund  remained  in  the  treasury 
unexpended  at  the  end  of  the  year  1880,  after  all  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  had  been  complied  with, 
and  as  the  law  was  silent  in  regard  to  this  balance,  and  there 
was  some  doubt  by  some  members  as  to  the  authority  of 
Councils  to  appropriate  the  same  without  some  further  legis- 
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lation,  the  Committee  have  obtained  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Solicitor,  which  is  hereto  appended,  in  which  he  says,  "any 
money  still  remaining  as  excess  of  current  receipts  over  cur- 
rent expenditures  is  at  the  disposal  of  Councils  for  any  proper 
municipal  improvement,  the  payment  of  any  debt,  or  any 
other  such  purpose."  Independent  of  the  opinion  of  the 
City  Solicitor,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  object  of 
the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  was  to  enable  Councils  to  fix  a 
proper  tax  rate  and  prevent  expenditures  in  excess  of  income, 
so  as  to  prevent  any  future  floating  indebtedness.  At  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  Act  there  was  an  Act  pending 
requiring  the  appropriations  to  be  made  before  the  fixing  of 
the  tax  rate,  so  that  the  income  could  be  made  to  conform  to 
such  contemplated  expenditures ;  no  doubt  both  Acts  con- 
templated the  limiting  of  the  expenditures  to  the  income,  and 
thereby  avoid  any  floating  indebtedness.  As  the  Act  does 
not  extend  to  any  such  surplus  as  now  remains,  the  Commit- 
tee are  of  opinion  that  the  authority  of  Councils  remains  the 
same  as  before  the  passage  of  the  Act.  They  therefore  re- 
port back  the  ordinance,  and  recommend  its  passage.

My  Dear  Sir  : — You  ask  me  for  an  opinion  as  to  the 
"  power  of  Councils  to  appropriate  whatever  balance  of  cash 
there  may  be  in  the  City  Treasury  on  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1881,  and  at  the  end  of  any  fiscal  year." 

In  reply,  I  have  to  say  that  I  believe  Councils  have  the 
power  to  appropriate,  for  proper  municipal  purposes,  the  as- 
60 
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certained  balance  of  funds  in  the  City  Treasury  at  the  end  of 
the  current  year,  this  balance  being  the  excess  of  annual  re- 
ceipts over  the  annual  expenditures. 

Your  question  compels  an  interpretation  of  one  of  the  most 
valuable  Acts  of  Assembly  that  the  City  has  ever  been  fa- 
vored with,  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  which  regulates  the 
appropriations  and  expenditures  of  cities  of  the  first  class.  It 
provides,  by  a  safe  basis  of  calculation,  for  the  computation 
of  an  arbitrary  sum  against  which  Councils  may  draw  in 
making  their  appropriations  for  the  coming  year,  and  forbids 
appropriations  beyond  that  sum.  The  language  of  the  Act 
is  as  follows  :  "  The  amount  of  tax  moneys  collectable  during 
the  year  for  which  .such  tax  shall  have  been  levied,  shall  be 
ascertained  by  deducting  from  the  gross  amount  yielded  by 
said  tax  rate,  the  average  of  such  proportion  of  the  annual 
tax  levy  for  each  of  the  five  years  immediately  preceding  as 
shall  have  remained  uncollected  at  the  end  of  each  of  the 
said  years,  and  the  tax  moneys  collectable  during  the  cur- 
rent year  shall,  with  the  average  income  from  sources  other 
than  from  current  tax  moneys,  exclusive  of  sinking  fund  re- 
ceipts [such  average  of  income  to  be  determined  by  ascer- 
taining the  average  income  during  the  five  years  immedi- 
ately preceding],  be  set  apart  for  the  extinguishment  of  the 
floating  indebtedness  other  than  that  which  may  be  out- 
standing at  the  passage  of  this  Act,  which  the  City  Control- 
ler may  estimate  to  be  outstanding  upon  the  first  of  January 
following,  for  the  payment  of  all  lawful  obligations  due  by 
the  City  during  the  fiscal  year  commencing  January  1st  next 
ensuing,  and  for  such  expenses  of  the  municipal  government 
as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Councils  of  said  cities." 

It  further  provides  that  the  City  Controller  shall  not 
countersign  any  warrants  until  all  the  appropriations  to  the 
different  departments  are  made,  and  until  the  total  of  such 
appropriations  are  within  the  sum  ascertained  in  the  mode 
as  above  prescribed  to  be  at  the  disposal  of  Councils. 

This  year  is  the  first  to  which  the  system  devised  by  this 
wise  legislation  has  been  applied,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
it  is  discovered  that  the  sum  actually  arising  from  taxes  and 
other  sources  of  revenue  will  probably  be  in  excess  of  the 
sum  estimated  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
The  Act  is  silent  upon  the  subject  of  such  a  balance  remain- 
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ing.  In  the  absence  of  any  provision  affecting  this  to-be- 
ascertained  surplus,  I  believe  it  to  be  at  the  proper  disposal 
of  Councils.  Most,  if  not  all  of  it,  however,  will  have  to  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  still  outstanding  claim  of 
Messrs.  Struthers  &  Sons  against  the  City,  amounting  to 
over  half  a  million  of  dollars,  which  Councils  have  instructed 
me  to  advance  speedily  to  judgment.  When  this  is  paid 
there  will  be  little  balance  to  speak  of,  and  until  it  is  paid 
the  Controller  cannot  lawfully  countersign  any  warrant 
drawn  against  next  year's  appropriations. 

Any  money  still  remaining  as  excess  of  current  receipts 
over  current  expenditures  is  at  the  disposal  of  Councils  fcr 
any  proper  municipal  improvement,  the  payment  of  any  debt, 
or  any  other  such  purpose. 

The  intention  of  the  Act  of  1879  is  to  prevent  any  float- 
ing indebtedness,  and  this  intention  is  fully  accomplished 
when  we  reach  the  end  of  a  year  with  a  surplus  in  our  treas- 
ury. A  contrary  ruling  upon  the  question  would  fasten  the 
balance  idly  in  the  treasury  for  another  year.

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  de- 
sire hereby  to  dissent  from  the  action  of  the  majority  in 
reporting  with  a  favorable  recommendation  an  ordinance  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  the  City  Commissioners  of 
$30,917.76  for  the  keep  of  insane  patients  in  the  Norristown 
Insane  Hospital.  We  do  not  dispute  the  correctness  of  the 
amount,  nor  do  we  object  to  the  payment  of  the  debt,  it 
beingnodoubtjustanddue;  but  we  do  protest  against  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  is  sought  to  be  paid  under  the  terms  of  the 
ordinance,  to  wit,  "  out  of  surplus  revenue  for  1880." 

Our  reasons  therefor  are,  in  brief,  as  follows : 
In  passing  appropriations  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
sinking  fund  for  interest  on  the  funded  debt,  and  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  City  government  for  each  current  year,  Coun- 
cils derive  their  power  from  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved 
June  11,  1879.  Its  chief  end  and  aim,  as  expressed  in  its 
words,  spirit,  and  intent,  is  to  prevent  appropriations  and 
expenditures  from  exceeding  the  sum  yielded  by  the  tax 
levy  and  our  average  income  from  other  sources,  but  it 
does  not  seemed  to  have  contemplated  or  provided  for  such 
;i  favorable  financial  condition  as  the  City  now  finds  itself  in, 
of  having  a  large  surplus  in  the  treasury.  As  to  that,  the 
Act  having  conferred  no  power,  Councils  are  powerless  to 
use  it  until  the  right  to  do  so  is  given  by  additional  legis- 
lation. 

The  City  Solicitor,  in  an  opinion  dated  December  27, 1880, 
admits  this  omission  of  the  Act,  and  states  that  "  it  is  silent 
upon  the  subject  of  such  a  balance  remaining;"  but  he  seems 
to  have  overlooked  the  principle,  well  recognized  in  inter- 
preting statutes  that  levy  taxes,  and  are,  therefore,  to  be 
strictly  construed,  to  wit,  that  the  application  of  the  pro- 
visions of  such  Acts  are  limited  to  the  cases  described  therein, 
and  extend  no  further.  He  says  that  in  the  absence  of  such 
a  provision  the  money  remaining  as  excess  of  current  re- 
ceipts over  current  expenses  is  at  the  disposal  of  Councils, 
thus  permitting  Councils  to  exercise  powers  not  conferred 
upon  Lhem.     The  power  to  appropriate  and  disburse    the 
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City's  moneys  was  formerly  exercised  under  Acts  of  Assem- 
bly, which  have  (as  to  that)  been  practically  repealed  by  the 
statute  of  1879.  The  law  officer  states  also  that  this  surplus 
can  be  used  for  any  proper  municipal  improvement,  or  the 
payment  of  any  debt.  But  if,  as  he  says,  it  is  at  our  dis- 
posal, we  may  with  equal  assurance  claim  that  it  should  be 
paid  into  the  Sinking  Fund,  or,  perhaps,  best  of  all,  be  held 
as  so  much  cash  on  hand  to  hold  until,  and  have  at,  the  be- 
ginning of  1882,  to  reduce  the  tax  rate  for  that  year,  and 
thus  ease  the  tax-payers.  Who,  therefore,  shall  decide  these 
conflicting  claims,  and  the  doubts  that  we  submit  are  so  ap- 
parent? The  courts  can,  of  course,  decide  them  if  the 
Managers  of  the  Insane  Hospital  see  proper  to  issue  a  man- 
damus. We  prefer,  however,  to  have  the  consideration  of 
the  ordinance  postponed,  and  in  the  meanwhile  suggest  that 
a  supplement  to  the  x\ct  of  1879  (which  can  soon  be  passed 
at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature)  will  solve  all  doubts 
and  confer  the  full  power  upon  Councils  to  use  and  dispose  of 
the  surplus  revenue,  which  power,  we  respectfully  submit,  is 
at  present  wanting.  Certainly  no  harm  can  be  done  by  ob- 
taining such  provisions ;  the  ordinance  in  question  will  not 
be  defeated,  only  postponed  for  a  short  time,  and  a  precedent,, 
not  a  mere  dictum,  established  by  the  highest  authority, 
whereby  we  can,  without  hesitation,  spend  and  appropriate 
such  balances  in  the  manner  in  which  the  supplement  shall 
provide.  We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  annexed  reso- 
lution.

this  ordinance,  and  in  case  of  their  refusal  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  they  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  five  (5)  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  like  sums  are  by  law 
recoverable.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  five  (1,605)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
appropriatod  for  the  lighting,  extinguishing,  cleansing,  re- 
pairing, &c,  lamps  of  the  Maloney  Company  Patent,  to  be 
erected  on  Broad  street,  between  Snyder  avenue  and  League 
Island,  and  located  from  three  hundred  to  four  hundred  feet 
apart,  for  the  year  1881,  as  follows : 

Item  1.  For  furnishing  naphtha  to,  and  lighting  all  and 
every  night,  extinguishing,  cleansing,  and  repairing  sixty 
lamps  of  the  Maloney  Company  Patent,  to  be  erected 
during  the  year  1881,  on  Broad  street,  as  aforesaid,  at  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  (175)  cents  per  month,  nine  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  (915)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  the  erection  of  sixty  lamps  of  the  Ma- 
loney Company  Patent  during  the  year  1881,  on  Broad 
street,  as  aforesaid,  at  ten  (10)  dollars  each,  six  hundred 
(600)  dollars. 

Item  3.  For  renewals  during  the  year  1881,  sixty  (60) 
dollars,  and  warrants  shall  be  drawn  in  conformity  with 
existing  ordinances. 


APPENDIX   No.    182. 
AN  ACT 

To  establish  a  police  force  in  cities  of  the  first  cla«s  and  to  define  the 
authority,  rights,  and  duties,  and  to  provide  for  the  government 
thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same)    From  and  after   the   passage  of  this  Act,  in 
62 
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every  city  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth,  the  Police 
Department,  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  several  Inspectors 
of  Steam  Boilers  and  of  Building,  as  now  existing,  author- 
ized or  performing  service  as  such  respectively  therein, 
under  or  by  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly  or  ordinance  of 
such  city,  shall  be  organized  by  the  Mayor  of  such  city  into 
one  force,  in  which  shall  be  vested  all  the  authority,  rights, 
and  duties  now  or  heretofore  by  virtue  of  any  Act  or  ordi- 
nance vested  in  any  or  all  of  the  said  several  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  and  inspectors  respectively,  which  force  shall 
be  called  "  The  Police  Force  of  [such  city],"  and  shall  be 
under  the  immediate  command  of  a  Chief  Marshal,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  and  who,  together  with  the  said 
force,  shall  be  under  the  general  control  and  direction  of  the 
Mayor,  through  the  agency  of  such  Marshal. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  police  force,  constituted  and  commanded 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  organized  by  the  Mayor  into  three  de- 
partments, as  follows,  viz. : 

First — A  Police  Department  for  the  maintenance  of  public 
order  and  due  enforcement  of  law,  which  shall  be  under  the 
immediate  direction  of  a  Chief  of  Police,  and  shall  be  organ- 
ized with  such  necessary  number  of  captains,  lieutenants, 
sergeants,  patrolmen,  and  turnkeys,  as  shall  be  from  time  to 
time  prescribed  by  Councils  of  such  city. 

Second — A  Fire  Department,  for  the  prevention,  extinc- 
tion, and  the  detection  of  the  cause  of  fires,  which  shall  be 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  Chief  of  Fire  Department, 
and  shall  be  organized  with  such  necessary  number  of  fore- 
men, engineers,  firemen,  hosemen,  tillermen,  hook  and  ladder 
men,  drivers,  and  stablemen,  as  the  Councils  of  such  city 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

Third — An  Inspection  Department  for  the  inspection  and 
regulation,  according  to  law,  of  steam  boilers,  of  buildings, 
and  of  such  other  subjects  of  public  concern  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance,  which  De- 
partment shall  be  under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  Chief 
of  Inspection,  and  shall  be  organized  with  such  number  of 
inspection  and  preventive  officers  as  the  Councils  of  such  city 
may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  not  less  than  the  number 
now  employed  in  the  said  several  inspections,  by  virtue  of 
any  existing  law  or  ordinance.     All  dues,  fees,  and  penalties, 
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now  by  virtue  of  any  law  or  ordinance  chargeable  for  or  by 
the  several  inspectors  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be 
collected  by  the  said  Inspection  Department  and  paid  over 
as  collected  by  the  cashier  of  the  force,  who  shall  keep  a 
record  thereof,  and  pay  the  same  over  as  received  to  the 
Treasurer  of  such  city  for  city  purposes,  or  into  the  Retiriiig 
Fund  hereinafter  mentioned,  as  he  shall  be  directed.  The 
Councils  of  such  city  may  from  time  to  time  increase  or 
diminish  such  dues,  fees,  and  penalties,  for  any  calender 
year,  by  ordinance  passed  prior  to  the  beginning  of  such  year, 
but  shall  not  abolish  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  Mayor  may  appoint  a  cashier  of  such  force, 
who  shall  give  bond  to  the  city,  with  sureties,  as  he  may  be 
required  by  the  regulations  of  the  said  force  hereinafter 
mentioned,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse 
all  sums  of  money,  other  than  appropriations,  applicable  to 
the  purpose  of  this  Act,  and  for  the  efficient  custody  and  due 
application  of  all  moneys  and  property,  both  public  and  pri- 
vate, which  may  be  received  by  him  in  the  course  of  his  duty 
under  this  Act. 

Sect.  4.  At  the  first  organization  of  the  said  police  force 
the  Mayor  shall  prefer  such  persons  as  shall  at  the  time  be 
performing  the  corresponding  duties  of  the  several  depart- 
ments and  officials  to  be  superseded  by  the  said  force,  and  its 
respective  departments  under  this  Act,  so  far  as  they  shall 
be  deemed  capable  and  fit;  but  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  A.  D.  1882,  no  promotion  in  or  appointment  to 
any  position  in  the  said  force  [excepting  only  such  laborers 
or  assistants  as  may  be  by  due  authority  employed  for  tem- 
porary or  special  purposes,  and  not  properly  constituting 
part  of  the  regular  or  permanent  force]  shall  be  made,  ex- 
cept in  the  manner,  with  the  qualifications,  and  after  the 
competitive  test  of  fitness  hereinafter  prescribed. 

All  vacancies  occurring  in  the  said  force  from  any  cause, 
after  the  date  aforesaid,  shall  be  filled  from  the  next  lower 
grade,  in  which  the  fittest  person  shall  be  found  by  competi- 
tive examination,  and  vacancies  in  the  lowest  grade  by  new 
appointments,  and  no  promotion  or  appointment  shall  be 
made,  except  after  and  in  conformity  to  such  competitive 
test  by  examination  as  is  hereinafter  prescribed,  and   new 
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appointments  shall  only  be  made  on  a  probation  of  six  month", 
with  pay,  alter  the  expiration  of  which,  with  a  satisfactory 
result,  and  not  otherwise,  such  appointment  may  be  regularly 
made.  All  promotions  and  appointments  after  probation 
shall  be  by  warrant  signed  by  the  Mayor,  and  all  such  as 
may  be  made  subsequent  to  the  date  aforesaid,  shall  be  coun- 
tersigned by  an  authorized  representative  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  shall  recite  the  fact 
ot  a  prior  competitive  examination  of  the  party,  and  all  other 
facts  justifying  such  promotion  or  appointment;  no  such 
warrant  shall  be  delivered  to  any  person  until  he  shall  have 
signified  his  acceptance  and  adherence  to  all  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  all  lawful  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said 
force  made  and  to  be  made,  by  his  signature  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose,  which  book  shall  be  prima  facia  evi- 
dence of  all  the  facts  recited  therein. 

Sect.  5.  After  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1882,  afore- 
said, no  promotions  or  appointments  shall  be  made  in  the 
said  police  force,  except  in  the  following  manner,  viz.  :  The 
Mayor  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
appoint  seven  persons,  irrespective  of  their  party  affiliations, 
who  shall  respectively  have  been  during  the  next  previous 
five  years  residents,  freeholders,  and  payers  of  a  property 
tax  in  such  city,  and  not  the  holders  of  any  other  position  in 
the  public  service,  who,  with  their  successors,  similarly  quali- 
fied, shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Examiners,  and  shall  hold 
office  as  such  until  respectively  disqualified  by  the  acceptance 
of  any  other  public  office,  representative  or  otherwise,  by  in- 
firmity, death,  removal  from  such  city,  or  resignation,  or  by 
their  removal  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  each  branch  of 
the  Councils,  approved  by  the  Mayor.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
occurring  in  their  number,  and  as  often  as  such  shall  occur, 
the  remaining  Examiners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  forth- 
with nominate  to  the  Mayor  the  names  of  three  suitable  per- 
sons similarly  qualified,  one  of  whom  shall  by  him  be  ap- 
pointed thereto.  The  Examiners  themselves  shall  not  be 
deemed  members  of  the  said  police  force,  and  their  services 
shall  be  honorary  and  unpaid.  They  may  elect  a  Secretary 
and  any  necessary  clerical  assistance,  the  expense  of  which, 
and  of  their  office  and  other  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  paid 
monthly  from  the  funds  appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of 
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the  said  force.  They  may  obtain  the  honorary  and  unpaid 
assistance  of  any  expert  or  professional  advisers  for  the  ex- 
amination of  candidates,  and  shall  annually  elect  one  of  their 
own  number  as  chairman,  and  as  soon  as  organized  shall  pro- 
ceed to  prepare  and  adopt  general  rules,  under  and  in  pur- 
suance of  which  they  shall,  when  so  notified  by  the  Mayor, 
and  after  due  public  notice,  proceed  to  hold  stated,-  special, 
and  adjourned  examinations,  at  which  only  such  persons  shall 
be  present  as  such  rules  shall  prescribe,  for  the  examination 
of  such  candidates  as  may  offer  themselves  in  accordance 
with  such  rules  for  promotion  or  appointment  in  the  said 
force.  One  of  the  said  rules  shall  provide  that  any  personal 
solicitation  in  favor  of  any  candidate  by  any  person  whatever, 
unless  fraudulently  done  in  order  to  injure  him,  shall  be 
taken  and  deemed  to  have  been  at  the  instance  of  the  candi- 
date himself,  and  shall  disqualify  him  from  competing  at  any 
such  examination  for  and  during  one  year  thereafter. 

Sect.  6.  All  applications  for  examination  shall  be  made 
in  writing  in  such  manner  and  form,  and  with  such  certifi- 
cates of  character,  age,  occupation,  health,  stature,  and  so 
forth,  as  such  rules  shall  prescribe,  and  may  be  made  by  any 
male  resident  of  such  city  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  but 
no  new  appointment  shall  be  made  in  the  said  force  after 
January  first,  A.  D.  1882,  aforesaid,  of  any  person  over  thirty 
years  of  age,  except  those  of  expert  or  professional  persons. 
No  person  shall  be  or  continue  eligible  to  hold  any  position 
in  the  said  force  while  holding  any  official  or  representative 
position  in  or  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  such  city,  or  while  engaged  in 
any  other  business  occupation. 

Every  such  application  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Examiners, 
with  the  date  and  consecutive  number  thereof,  and  shall 
entitle  the  applicant  to  be  tested  in  his  regular  order  as  in- 
dicated thereby,  in  respect  of  his  health,  stature,  character, 
experience,  temperance,  mental  capacity,  educational  acquire- 
ments, and  any  other  necessary  qualities,  by  a  competitive 
examination,  by  which  his  comparative  excellence  therein 
respectively,  shall  be  ascertained,  designated,  and  certified 
by  distinguishing  numbers,  in  such  manner  that  the  relative 
excellence  of  each  applicant  in  the  respective  qualities  and  in 
general,  shall  be  clearly  shown,  duly  recorded,  and  certified 
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to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  thereupon  make  promotions  and 
appointments  in  each  grade  respectively,  in  the  order  of  such 
excellence  as  designated  by  the  Examiners,  until  the  vacancies 
be  filled. 

The  scope  and  subjects  of  such  examinations  shall  be  fixed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Examiners,  and  the  literary  tests 
thereof  shall  be  confined  to  such  subjects  as  are  taught  in 
the  public  schools  of  such  city — except  as  regards  positions 
for  which  experts  in  some  trade  or  profession  are  required. 
All  examinations,  promotions,  and  appointments,  shall  be 
governed  and  determined  by  qualifications  for  the  service 
only,  and  without  any  regard  whatever  to  the  political  or 
religious  opinions  of  the  parties  concerned. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  holding  any  position  in  the  said  force 
in  any  department  thereof,  under  and  by  virtue  of  fitness 
determined  by  a  competitive  test  by  examination  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  removed  therefrom  without  his  written  consent, 
except  by  the  decision  of  a  Court,  either  of  trial  or  of  inquiry, 
duly  determined  and  certified  in  writing  to  the  Mayor,  which 
Court  shall  be  composed  of  persons  belonging  to  the  force, 
equal  or  superior  in  official  position  therein  to  the  accused  ; 
such  decision  shall  only  be  determined  by  trial  of  charges, 
with  plain  specifications  made  by  or  lodged  with  the  Mayor, 
of  which  trial  the  accused  shall  have  due  notice,  and  at  which 
he  shall  have  the  right  to  be  present  in  person.  The  persons 
composing  such  Court,  shall  be  sworn  by  the  Mayor  to  per- 
form their  duties  impartially,  and  without  fear  or  favor,  and 
the  person  of  highest  rank  in  such  Court  shall  have  the  same 
authority  to  issue  and  enforce  process  to  secure  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  and  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  as  is 
possessed  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Such  charges  may  be  of  disability  for  service  in  conse- 
quence of  any  of  the  honorable  causes  mentioned  in  Section 
9  hereof,  in  which  case  the  Court  shall  be  one  of  inquiry, 
whose  decision  mav  be  for  the  honorable  retirement  from  the 
service  of  the  person  concerned,  or  of  neglect  or  violation  of 
law,  duty,  or  regulations,  inefficiency,  intemperance,  dis- 
obedience of  orders,  or  unbecoming  official  or  personal  con- 
duct, in  which  cases  the  Court  shall  be  one  of  trial,  and 
its  decision  may  authorize  the  Mayor  to  impose  fines  and 
pecuniary  penalties,  to  be  stopped  from  pay,  or  to  suspend 
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from  pay  or  duty  or  both  for  a  period  fixed  by  them,  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  to  dismiss  from  the  service. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  at  his  discretion,  to  sus- 
pend from  duty  before  trial,  any  person  charged  as  aforesaid, 
until  such  trial  can  be  had,  with  or  without  pay,  as  such 
Court  shall  afterwards  determine,  but  no  trial  shall  be  de- 
layed for  more  than  one  month  after  charge  made. 

Sect.  8.  All  persons  belonging  to  the  said  force  shall  wear 
such  uniform  and  distinctive  badge  when  on  duty  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  regulations,  and  shall  receive  such  rates  of 
pay,  in  monthly  payments,  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Councils 
from  time  to  time,  without  any  deduction,  except  as  herein- 
after provided.  The  rate  of  such  pay  shall  not  be  changed 
oftener  than  once  in  five  years,  and  shall  be  in  full  place  and 
stead  of  any  and  all  salaries,  fees,  and  perquisites  now  or 
heretofore  allowed  or  chargeable  by  virtue  of  any  law  or 
ordinance,  for  the  performance  of  the  several  duties  to  be 
performed  by  the  said  police  force.  The  Councils  of  such  city 
may,  with  the  Mayor's  approval,  devise  and  adopt  a  system 
of  progressive  increase  of  monthly  pay  after  each  period  of 
not  less  than  five  years  of  continuous  and  approved  service 
in  the  said  force,  which  increase  shall  not  exceed  five  per 
centum  for  each  such  period  of  five  years'  service. 

Sect.  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  to  establish  a 
"  Eetiring  and  Allowance  Fund,"  and  to  provide  for  the  cus- 
tody, administration,  and  disbursement  thereof,  by  an  incor- 
porated trustee  in  such  city,  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
trusts,  for  which  purpose  he  may  cause  to  be  deducted  and 
retained  monthly  from  the  rate  of  pay  fixed  for  each  and 
every  person  belonging  to  said  force  a  moderate  and  uniform 
percentage  thereof,  not  exceeding  two  per  centum,  which 
sums  so  retained  shall  be  forthwith  paid  into  the  said  fund. 
All  fines,  penalties,  and  suspensions,  and  stoppages  of  pay 
collected  from  the  force;  every  gift,  devise,  and  bequest 
made  to  the  said  force,  and  every  gratuity  to  any  individual 
of  the  force  for  any  service  performed  in  the  line  of  his  duty, 
and  the  proceeds  of  any  captured,  recovered,  or  forfeited 
property,  for  which  no  other  lawful  claimant  can  be  found, 
shall  be  forthwith  reported  and  paid  to  the  cashier,  and  the 
same  or  any  of  them  may  be  made  a  part  of  the  said  fund. 
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Rules  of  general  application  shall  be  devised  by  the  Mayor, 
under  which  the  said  fund  shall  be  used  on  the  joint  orders 
of  the  Mayor  and  the  marshal,  for  the  systematic  relief  of 
such  individuals  of  the  force  as  may  be  honorably  retired 
therefrom  after  not  less  than  ten  years  of  approved  and  con- 
tinuous service  therein,  in  consequence  of  any  permanent  dis- 
ability due  to  wounds,  accidents,  or  infirmities  suffered  in  the 
line  of  duty,  and  in  consequence  thereof,  or  by  reason  of  the 
infirmities  of  age,  after  continuous  service  of  not  less  than 
thirty  years;  and  in  all  cases  the  amount  of  allowance  shall 
be  proportioned  to  the  length  of  service  and  to  the  rate  of 
pay  of  the  grade  retired  from,  and  shall  not  exceed  the  fol- 
lowing rates,  viz. : 

After  ten  years  of  continuous  and  approved  service,  ten- 
sixtieths  of  the  pay  of  the  grade  retired  from  at  the 
time  of  retirement,  and  for  each  additional  year  of  such 
service  more  than  ten  years,  one-sixtieth  of  such  pay  addi- 
tional, down  to,  but  not  exceeding  the  aggregate  of  forty 
years  of  such  service.  But  nothing  contained  in  this  Act, 
or  in  any  regulations  of  the  said  force,  shall  vest  in  any  per- 
son such  right  or  interest,  either  in  his  pay  or  in  the  said 
retiring  and  allowance,  or  any  other  fund,  as  may  not  be 
modified  or  divested  by  law,  or  by  any  lawful  regulations  of 
the  said  force,  or  by  reason  of  his  suspension  or  dismissal  from 
the  same  for  cause. 

Sect.  10.  Neither  the  Mayor  nor  the  examiners,  nor  any 
member  or  official  of  Councils,  nor  any  person  belonging  to, 
or  connected  with,  said  force,  or  with  any  department  of 
municipal  service  in  such  city,  shall  be  personally  interested 
in  any  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  by  association  with 
any  other  person  in  any  contract  for  the  sale,  purchase,  sup- 
ply, repairs,  or  exchange  of  any  property,  labor,  services,  or 
material  for  the  account  or  use  of  the  said  force,  nor  in,  for, 
or  respecting  any  department  of  the  municipal  service  of 
such  city. 

No  person  belonging  to,  or  connected  with,  the  said  force, 
shall  grant,  demand,  accept,  or  receive,  either  himself  or  by 
agent,  any  gilt  or  loan,  or  any  personal,  political,  or  domestic 
service,  to  or  from  any  other  person  belonging  to  the  said 
force,  and  no  person  belonging  to  the  said  force  shall,  during 
the  continuance  of  his  connection  with  it,  or  while  drawing 
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any  pension,  allowance,  or  gratuity  for  former  services  therein, 
or  for  six  months  thereafter,  be  eligible  for  election  to  any 
representative  or  public  office. 

No  person  belonging  to  the  said  force  shall  be  present  at 
any  primary,  general,  or  special  election,  or  at  any  political 
meeting  or  convention,  except  in  his  full  official  uniform,  and 
shall  not  attempt,  either  at  such  places  or  elsewhere,  to  in- 
fluence the  action  or  result  of  any  such  meeting,  convention 
or  election,  beyond  the  casting  of  his  own  vote  at  public 
elections,  and  for  such  vote  he  shall  not  be  more  or  differently 
responsible  than  other  citizens. 

For  any  wilful  violation  or  evasion  of  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section,  and  for  any  offence  against  the  laws  of 
this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  amounting  to  felony,  the 
person  so  offending  shall  be,  and  for  any  less  offence  against 
the  said  laws  he  may  be,  forthwith  dismissed  the  service  with 
forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances,  or  other  interest  therein, 
and  no  person  dishonorably,  or  for  cause,  dismissed  from  ser- 
vice in  the  said  force,  shall  be  eligible  for  restoration  or  re- 
appointment therein. 

Sect.  11.  Suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  classifica- 
tion, distribution,  uniforming,  arming,  travelling,  training, 
inspection,  government,  and  administration  of  the  said  police 
force,  and  the  proper  distribution  of  their  duties,  shall  be 
prepared  by  the  Mayor,  nnd  may  be  modified  from  time  to 
time,  but  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  and  when 
duly  published  to  the  said  force  shall  have  the  force  and  effect 
of  law. 

All  the  rights,  powers,  and  authority  now  by  any  law  or 
ordinance  vested  in  the  police  or  fire  departments  of  such 
cities  of  the  first-class,  or  in  any  of  the  said  several  inspectors 
therein,  shall  be  vested  in,  and  conferred  upon  the  police 
force  of  such  city  hereby  established,  in  such  manner  that  all 
and  every  of  such  rights,  powers,  and  authority  may  be  exer- 
cised by  any  or  all  of  the  several  departments  and  officials 
of  the  said  force. 

No  person,  while  actively  serving  with  the  said  force,  shall 
be  liable  to  serve  as  a  juror,  nor  in  the  militia  service. 

Sect.  12.  All  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  ordinances 
of  Councils  of  such  cities  of  the  first-class,  so  far  and  in  such 
parts  thereof  as  the  same  may  be  inconsistent  with  this  Act, 
and  not  otherwise,  are  hereby  repealed.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  request  for  my  written 
o'pinion  upon  the  question  whether  the  bill  to  authorize  the 
paving  of  Woodland  avenue,  from  Forty-ninth  street  to 
Cobb's  creek,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward  (see  Appendix  to 
Journal  of  Common  Council  No.  36),  as  amended  on  second 
reading  by  the  addition  of  provisos  relative  to  the  paving 
of  the  space  between  railroad  tracks  with  small  cobble 
stones,  and  to  the  payment  for  intersections  being  made  only 
on  the  completion  of  half  of  the  paving  in  front  of  property 
in  each  square,  will  protect  the  City  from  all  liability  to  pay 
for  the  said  work  other  than  as  provided  therein  in  regard  to 
intersections  with  streets  on  the  City  Plan.  And  in  reply, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  a  contract,  carefully  drawn,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  bill  as  amended,  would  secure  the 
City  against  all  liability  to  pay  for  any  of  the  work  which 
might  be  done  under  it,  except  for  the  paving  of  intersections 
at  the  stipulated  price.  I  am  further  of  opinion  that  the 
legal  effect  of  the  ordinance  is  to  make  an  appropriation  of 
the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  to  pay  for  the  paving 
of  intersections  mentioned  in  the  ordinance  itself.  If  it  be 
desired  to  charge  Item  2  of  the  appropriation  to  the  De- 
partment of  Highways  for  the  year  1881,  with  any  part  of 
this  sum,  it  would  be  better  so  to  state  in  the  ordinance.

Gentlemen  : — By  the  Act  of  Assembly  relating  to  the  clean- 
ing of  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  March  18, 
1869,  Section  3,  it  is  enacted  that  "in  case  such  contractor 
or  contractors  (for  cleaning  the  streets,  etc.)  shall  fail  to  per- 
form the  duties  required  by  such  contract,  for  a  period  of 
twenty-four  hours  after  notice  duly  served  upon  him  or  them, 
said  Board  of  Health  shall  have  power  to  have  said  work 
done,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  charged  to  such  con- 
tractor or  contractors,  and  shall  be  deducted  from  amount 
due  them."  But,  by  Councils  changing  the  manner  of  ap- 
propriating money  for  street-cleaninc;  purposes,  that  is,  by 
appropriating  the  amount  in  each  district  in  the  name  of  the 
individual  contractor,  and  not  for  the  district  alone,  this 
important  provision  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  is  rendered 
nugatory,  as  the  City  Controller  will  recognize  no  warrant 
for  street  cleaning,  unless  drawn  in  the  name  of  the  con- 
tractor ;  consequently,  work  rendered  necessary  by  the  neglect 
of  the  contractor,  and  done  at  his  expense,  cannot  be  paid 
for  under  the  existing  ordinance  appropriating  money  for 
street  cleaning.  The  Board  of  Health,  therefore,  pray  that 
said  ordinance  be  so  modified  that  work  rendered  necessary 
by  the  neglect  of  the  contractor,  in  any  street  or  garbage 
district,  can  be  paid  for  out  of  the  amount  appropriated  to 
said  contractor,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly 
above  quoted.  The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  request 
that  the  "  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Board 
of  Health  for  the  year  1881,"  approved  December  31,  1880, 
be  amended  in  Items  46  and  49,  by  striking  out  the  names 
of  the  contractors,  thus  leaving  the  amounts  to  be  appro- 
priated, in  the  name  of  the  districts,  severally.

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  carefully  considered  the  draft  of 
the  proposed  ordinance  to  grant  toT.  S.  Speakman  the  privi- 
lege of  erecting  an  elevated  bridge  over  the  river  Delaware, 
between  Philadelphia  and  Camden,  within  six  years  after 
the  necessary  and  proper  legislation  by  the  United  States  and 
the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey  shall  have  been 
obtained,  forwarded  to  me  for  my  opinion  thereon,  in  your 
favor  of  the  11th  ult.  I  have  also  conferred  with  Mr.  Speak- 
man regarding  his  project. 

As  has  already  occurred  to  you,  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  would  be  premature.  The  municipality,  as  such, 
has  no  right  to  authorize  the  erection  of  a  bridge  across  the 
river  Delaware;  that  is  exclusively  within  the  province  of 
the  Legislatures  of  the  States  bounding  on  the  river,  coupled 
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with  the  assent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.  Mr. 
Speakman  should  first  secure  this  legislation  and  assent ;  and, 
in  procuring  it,  if  his  scheme  be  of  such  a  character  as  to 
require  the  occupation  of  any  portion  of  the  municipal  ter- 
ritory so  as  to  endanger  loss  or  injury  to  the  public,  through 
interference  with  travel  upon  the  streets  or  otherwise,  the 
Legislature  should  be  requested  to  provide  that  the  consent 
of  tlie  municipality  shall  first  be  obtained,  to  be  granted  upon 
such  terms  as  will  secure  the  public  against  loss  or  injury.

Gentlemen: — The  Joint  Special  Committee,  appointed  to 
investigate  the  allegations  of  irregularities  in  the  purchase  of 
coal  by  the  Departments  of  Police  and  City  Property,  during 
the  years  1874  and  1875,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  hereto 
annexed,  respectfully  report,  that  they  held  numerous  meet- 
ings, at  which  a  number  of  witnesses  were  examined,  but  not 
sworn  ;  that  the  books  of  J.  B.  Hancock  &  Co.  were  produced 
before  the  Committee,  and  the  statements  of  the  expert  ac- 
countants, who  had  examined  them,  were  received  ;  that  from 
all  the  evidence  given  in  the  matter  it  appeared  that  the 
firm  of  J.  B.  Hancock  &  Co.,  which  was  composed  of  Joseph 
B.  Hancock  and  Samuel  H.  Ashbridge,  had  contracts  in  the 
years  1874  and  1875  to  deliver  coal  to  the  Departments  of 
City  Property  and  Police,  which  contracts,  according  to  the 
statement  of  Mr.  Ashbridge,  were  fully  executed  and  the 
coal  delivered. 

It  was  also  stated  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Pugh,  the  then  Commis- 
sioner of  City  Property,  and  by  Mr.  Culbertson,  the  Mayor's 
Clerk,  that,  so  far  as  their  knowledge  extended,  all  the  coal 
contracted  for  was  delivered  by  the  above  firm ;  and  in  addi- 
tion to  this,  the  bills  and  vouchers  upon  which  the  payments 
for  said  coal  had  been  made,  were  produced  by  the  City  Con- 
troller, and  showed  upon  their  face  that  they  had  been  ap-» 
proved  by  the  Commissioner  of  City  Property  and  the  Mayor, 
respectively,  and  that  warrants  had  been  drawn  for  the  bills 
so  approved. 

The  books  of  J.  B.  Hancock  &  Co.  show  the  following 
entries,  viz. :

In  each  of  the  above  cases  the  account  in  the  firm's  books 
called  "  Discount"  and  "  Profit  and  Loss,"  are  credited  with 
these«amounts  respectively. 

The  expert  accountants,  Thomas  May  Pierce,  John  Heins, 
and  Wm.  H.  Richards,  who  had  critically  examined  the 
books  and  the  stubs  from  which  the  delivery  slips  were  taken, 
stated,  as  the  result  of  their  examination,  that  they  have 
found  a  stub  or  memorandum,  or  a  reason  for  every  entry  in 
the  books,  having  reference  to  the  two  departments  above 
alluded  to,  with  the  exception  of  the  four  entries  above  men- 
tioned, and  for  these  they  can  find  no  stub  showing  the 
delivery  of  coal  alleged  to  have  been  the  subject  of  the  above 
items,  nor  any  memoranda,  slip,  or  charge  from  which  the 
bills  to  the  City  could  have  been  made  out,  although  for 
every  other  delivery  of  coal  there  was  such  a  stub  or 
memorandum. 

Mr.  Ashbridge's  explanation  of  these  entries  is,  that  they 
represented  coal  which  had  been  delivered,  but  of  which 
delivery  no  memorandum  had  been  made  or  stub  kept,  owing 
to  the  hurry  of  business,  and  that  at  the  closing  of  the 
accounts  at  that  time,  the  entries  had  been  made  as  above 
shown.  His  explanation  as  to  each  of  these  four  items  is 
based  upon  the  delivery  of  a  certain  number  of  tons  of  coal, 
but  of  which  delivery  he  produced  no  evidence  in  the  way  of 
a  charge  or  memorandum  made  in  any  of  the  books  or  papers 
of  the  firm,  but  stated  that  the  bills  were  made  .up  from  a 
schedule  returned  to  him  from  the  departments. 

The  bills  in  the  possession  of  the  City  Controller,  which 
were  sworn  to  by  Mr.  Ashbridge,  correspond  with  the 
amounts  for  which  the  warrants  were  drawn. 

Two  or  three  of  the  witnesses  called  by  Mr.  Ashbridge, 
who  were  clerks  employed  by  the  firm  at  that  time,  stated 
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that  so  far  as  they  had  knowledge,  no  coal  was  ever  delivered 
without  a  stub  being  retained,  or  a  memorandum  made,  on 
the  back  of  a  stub;  thus  corroborating  the  testimony  given 
on  this  point  by  the  accountants. 

It  further  appeared,  from  the  statements  made  to  the 
Committee,  that,  Mr.  Asbridge  was  the  active  member  of  the 
firm,  and  directed  the  keeping  of  the  books,  for  the  correct- 
ness of  which  he  stated  that  he  held  himself  responsible; 
that  he  made  the  affidavits  to  the  weight  of  the  coal  delivered 
to  the  departments,  and  to  the  correctness  of  the  bills  ;  that 
Mr.  Hancock  was  engaged  in  other  business  as  a  builder, 
and  had  little  or  nothing  to  do  with  the  coal  business  ;  and 
that  the  contracts  were  usually  made  in  the  name  of  S.  H. 
Ashbridge,  S.  F.  Lawton,  and  J.  B.  Hancock  &  Co. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  books  of  the  firm  showed  that  at 
or  about  the  time  of  the  execution  of  these  contracts  with 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Mr.  J.  H.  Pugh,  at  that  time 
Commissioner  of  City  Property,  had  been  individually  credited 
by  the  firm  with  a  discount  of  $94.80  ;  this  was  explained  by 
both  members  of  the  firm  to  have  been  as  a  remuneration  for 
loans  of  money  made  by  Mr.  Pugh  to  Mr.  Hancock,  and  not 
for  corrupt  purposes  in  connection  with  these  contracts,  and 
is  so  stated  in  the  annexed  affidavit  of  Mr.  Pugh. 

An  entry  of  discount  amounting  to  $28  was  also  given  to 
the  account  of  Samuel  McTague,  employed  in  the  Department 
of  City  Property,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Law  Building,  in 
the  years  1874  and  1875.  Mr.  McTague  said  he  knew  noth- 
ing of  this  ;  that  he  had  paid  for  some  coal,  and  supposed  he 
had  paid  for  all  the  coal  delivered  to  him,  and  that  he  had 
never  received  any  discount  from  the  firm. 

The  books  and  stubs  also  showed  that  Lieutenants  Roberts 
and  Crock,  of  the  Police  Department,  had  received  coal  in- 
dividually, which  was  charged  to  and  paid  for  by  the  City  ; 
and  for  which  items  there  has  been  no  explanation  given  to 
the  Committee. 

With  all  the  evidence  that  was  produced  before  the  Com- 
mittee, the  matter  stands  thus  :  The  books  of  the  firm  of 
Jv.  B.  Hancock  &  Co.  show  that  the  firm  received  from 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  certain  sums  of  money,  above  item- 
I,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $1,80S.3G,  for  which 
there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  given  any  equivalent ; 
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and  although  it  was  stated  that  coal  was  given  for  it,  yet 
there  was  no  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  delivery  shown  either 
by  the  firm  or  by  the  officials  representing  the  departments. 
Your  Committee  is  therefore  of  the  opinion,  and  they  do 
hereby  report  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  paid  to  the 
firm  of  J.  B.  Hancock  &  Co.  the  sum  of  $1,808.36,  for 
which  the  firm  has  given  no  equivalent,  and  they  do  recom- 
mend that  the  whole  matter  be  turned  over  to  the  City 
Solicitor  and  the  District  Attorney,  for  a  full  and  complete 
investigation.

Affidavit  of  J.  H.  Pugh. 

Whereas,  At  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Special  Committee 
of  City  Councils,  held  in  Select  Council  Chamber  on  Monday 
evening,  February  28,  1881,  certain  statements  were  made, 
the  same  having  been  reported  to  me,  concerning  the  loans 
of  money  made  by  me  to  Joseph  B.  Hancock,  and  the  same 
being  materially  different  from  the  facts  testified  to  by  me 
at  a  former  meeting  of  said  Committee,  now  I,  in  order  to 
correct  the  errors  and  inaccuracies  of  the  said  statements, 
and  to  place  myself  properly  in  the  premises,  do  hereby 
declare  as  follows : 

I.  That  having  been  an  intimate  friend  of  Joseph  B.  Han- 
cock, and  being  a  purchaser  of  coal  from  him,  1  called,  as 
70 
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was  ray  custom,  at  the  office  of  J.  B.  Hancock  &  Co.  on  or 
about  April  1,  1875,  to  get  my  bill  for  coal  sold  me,  and  met 
Mr.  Ashbridge,  who  handed  me  a  receipted  bill  for  $94.80, 
said  amount  being  for  coal  delivered  to  my  residence,  No. 
1345  North  Twelfth  street.  .  Mr.  Ashbridge  informed  me 
that  he  was  directed  by  Mr.  Hancock  so  to  do,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  many  acts  of  kindness,  acts  of  friendship,  and 
loans  of  money  made  by  me  to  him.  I  insisted  upon  paying 
the  bill.  Mr.  Ashbridge  told  me  I  would  have  to  see  Mr. 
Hancock,  and  I  left.  A  few  days  afterwards  I  stopped  and 
saw  Mr.  Hancock,  when  I  spoke  to  him  about  Mr.  Ashbridge 
having  handed  me  the  receipted  bill;  he  said,  "  It  is  strange 
if  I  cannot,  in  some  way,  make  a  return  for  the  manifold 
favors  you  have  done  me,  in  loaning  me  money,  etc.,"  said 
loans,  .being,  as  he  said,  made  without  consideration  and 
without  my  exacting  or  expecting  any  interest  for  the  same, 
but  purely  loans  made  out  of  friendship  for  Mr.  Hancock. 

II.  That  from  the  year  1860  until  January  1,  1874,  I 
made  various  loans  to  Joseph  B.  Hancock,  at  his  solicitation 
and  for  his  individual  use,  aggregating  $11,160;  I  also 
loaned,  at  his  request,  on  November  9,  1874,  $600,  and  on 
August  14,  1876,  $500— in  all,  $1,100.  These  last  loans  of 
$500  and  $600,  though  made  at  his  solicitation,  I  cannot  say 
whether  they  were  for  his  own  or  the  firm's  benefit ;  I  know 
that  he  got  them  from  me  as  he  had  been  accustomed  to. 

III.  That  I  have  never  loaned  any  money  to  Mr.  Ash- 
bridge, nor  has  he  ever  asked,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  the 
same.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  salary  of  the  City 
Solicitor  shall  be  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars  per  an- 
num, instead  of  the  sum  as  at  present  fixed  by  ordinance  :

volving one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  and  under,  a  fee  of 
three  (3)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  draw  all  bonds  required

Gentlemen  : — I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  Item  11 
of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  City  Commissioners  for 
the  year  1881,  which  reads  as  follows : 

''Item  11.  To  pay  road  jurors  three  thousand  (3,000) 
dollars :  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to 
serve  on  more  than  one  jury  at  the  same  time:  Provided, 
also,  That  no  employee  of  the  City,  or  officer  of  the  Court, 
shall  be  paid  out  of  this  item." 

A  bill  having  been  presented  to  the  City  Commissioners 
by  an  employee  of  the  City  for  services  rendered  by  him  as 
road  juror,  they  have  submitted  to  me  for  decision  the  ques- 
tion whether  or  not  the  said  bill  can  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
Item. 

In  deciding  this  question  in  the  negative,  I  am  obliged  to 
admit  that  the  party  who  presented  the  bill  is  entitled  to  be 
paid  for  the  services  he  has  rendered  to  the  County  in  acting 
as  road  juror,  and  that  he  can  recover  the  same  in  an  action 
at  law  against  the  City,  together  with  interest  and  costs  of 
suit. 
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The  proviso  of  your  ordinance,  therefore,  does  not  accom- 
plish the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended,  and  I  respect- 
fully submit  that  that  purpose,  if  desired,  can  only  be 
accomplished  by  an  appeal  to  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  in  whose  sole  discretion  lies  the  power  of 
appointment  of  road  jurors. 

Meanwhile,  as  the  only  effect  of  the  proviso  to  Item  11  of 
the  appropriation  aforesaid,  is  to  put  the  City  to  additional 
expense  in  the  payment  of  interest  and  costs  of  suit,  I  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  the  ordinance  be  amended  by  striking 
out  said  proviso.

And  whereas,  The  passage  of  the  bill,  in  the  form  pre- 
sented, will,  in  the  opinion  of  these  Councils,  operate  against 
the  interests  of  the  tax-payers  of  this  City;  it  is,  therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania be  earnestly  requested  not  to  pass,  in  its  present  form, 
the  bill  now  before  it,  requiring  unexpended  balances  of  ap- 
propriations, in  the  treasuries  of  cities  of  the  first  class,  to 
be  placed  in  the  Sinking  Fund  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  the  Legislature  be  further  requested  to 
amend  said  bill,  so  that  it  will  confer  upon  Councils  of  cities 
of  the  first  class,  control  over  such  balances,  in  order  that 
the  same  may  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of  taxes.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF-ENGINEER. 

Philadelphia,  January  1,  1881. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Philadelphia  Fire  Commission. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  eleventh  section  of  the  ordinance,  approved  on  the  29th 
day  of  December,  1870,  creating  and  reorganizing  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  this,  the  Tenth  Annual  Report,  of  the  present  condi- 
dition  and  efficiency  of  the  Department  in  my  charge, 
embracing  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  number  of  fires, 
and  the  causes  of  such  fires,  the  losses,  and  the  insurance  for 
the  year,  as  near  as  has  been  possible  to  obtain  them.  Also, 
a  full  and  complete  list  of  all  the  employees  attached  to  the 
Department,  with  the  name,  age,  rank,  residence,  and  occu- 
pation, with  a  schedule  of  property  held  in  charge  by  the 
different  companies  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1881.  Also, 
a  tabular  statement  of  the  number  of  alarms  by  day,  number 
of  first,  second,  and  third  alarms,  false  alarms,  fires  where 
the  loss  has  reached  $20,000,  chief  and  assistant  engineers' 
attendance  at  fires,  company  attendance  at  fires,  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  of  benefit  for  future  reference. 

The  Department,  as  now  organized,  consists  of — 

One  Chief-Engineer. 

Five  assistant  engineers. 

Twenty-eight  foremen  of  engine  companies. 

Five  foremen  of  hook  and  ladder  companies. 

Twenty-eight  engineers  of  companies.

Two  hundred  and  sixteen  permanent  hosemen. 

Fifty  permanent  hook  and  ladder  men.

There  are  six  fuel  wagons  in  the  department,  each  capable 
of  carrying  one  ton  of  engine  coal  and  one-half  cord  of  wood, 
to  be  used  in  case  of  large  fires,  where  more  fuel  is  required 
than  is  carried  by  the  engines.

Fires. 

The  accompanying  statement  shows  that  the  whole  num- 
ber of  fires  attended  by  this  Department  during  the  past 
year,  was  eight  hundred  and  thirty  (830),  with  a  loss  of  prop- 
erty amounting  to  one  million  two  hundred  and  .seventeen 
thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty  (1,217,260)  dollars,  which, 
by  a  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  shows  an  increase  of 
seventy-eight  (78)  fires,  and  a  decreased  loss  of  property  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty- six  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty 
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(156,660)  dollars  ;  the  losses,  as  near  as  could  be  ascertained, 
were  covered  by  insurances,  amounting  to  five  million  four 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-five 
(5,460,195)  dollars. 

Hose. 

At  the  time  of  making  my  last  report  we  had  about 
35,000  fpet  of  hose  of  all  kinds.  Of  this,  about  20,000  feet 
has  been  retired  as  unfit  for  use,  and  about  16,000  feet  of 
good  reliable  hose  added,  thus  making  the  amount  of  hose  in 
use  at  the  present  time  about  31,000  feet.  This  places  the 
Department  in  a  far  more  efficient  position  than  it  has  been 
in  for  a  number  of  years,  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  the  funds 
thus  expended  will  be  more  than  repaid  by  the  service  it  will 
render  the  City. 

Telegraph. 

I  have  so  often  drawn  your  attention  to  the  faulty  "  Tele- 
graph," that  I  am  almost  ashamed  to  again  speak  of  it  under 
this  heading.  The  same  old,  unreliable,  worn-out,  and  utterly 
worthless  boxes,  the  same  old  behind-the-age  system — a 
system  which  renders  no  adequate  return  for  the  money  ex- 
pended in  running  it — is  still  the  brief  descriptive  history  of 
the  Philadelphia  Fire-alarm.  When  the  serious  and  many 
defects  of  the  present  system  are  remedied,  or  an  entirely 
new  system  substituted  for  the  one  now  in  use,  the  alarms 
transmitted  correctly,  thus  enabling  the  firemen  to  obtain 
the  signals  quickly,  then  will  the  community  be  benefited 
and  the  use  of  an  improved  Fire  Telegraph  be  appreciated. 

Apparatus. 

There  has  been  built  in  our  repair  shop  a  new  recipro- 
cating pump  engine,  which  has   been   placed  in  immediate 
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service  at  Station  No.  22.     This  is  quite  an  addition  to  the 
Department,  and  has  already  done  good  service. 

Since  the  loss  of  the  "  Babcock  Chemical  Engine/'  I  am 
more  than  ever  impressed  with  its  usefulness.  When  large 
stores  are  erected,  filled  with  valuable  and  costly  goods, 
where  water  does  as  much,  if  not  more,  damage  than  fire,  the 
chemical  engine  is  an  invaluable  adjunct  to  this  Department, 
and  cannot  be  too  highly  praised.  We  need  at  least  two  of 
these  engines,  and  I  would  most  earnestly  bring  the  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  Commission. 

Ladders. 

In  the  manufacturing  and  mercantile  sections  of  our  City, 
the  buildings  are  of  so  great  a  height  that  extension  ladders 
are  a  vital  necessity.  The  longest  truck  ladder  in  use  is 
forty-five  feet,  which  is  of  no  earthly  use  in  scaling  buildings 
of  from  eighty  to  ninety  feet  in  altitude.  I  would  urge  upon 
the  Commission  to  move  in  the  matter,  so  that  this  much- 
needed  want  be  supplied,  and  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Water  Supply. 

There  is  still  the  same  sorry  complaint  in  regard  to  the 
scarcity  of  water,  particularly  in  the  densely-built  portions 
of  our  City.  Larger  mains  and  more  plugs  is  the  pressing 
need.  The  improvement  in  those  do  not  keep  pace  with  the 
immense  structures  of  modern  times,  and  the  sooner  the  mat- 
ter is  attended  to  the  sooner  will  serious  conflagrations  be 
averted. 

In  Conclusion. 

To  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Department  I  would 
tender  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  manly  bearing,  efficiency, 
and  discipline  during  the  past  year.  To  all  of  them  I  return 
my  heartfelt  and  sincere  thanks. 
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To  the  Assistant  Engineers  I  would  especially  tender  my 
thanks.  When  all  act  with  so  much  heroism,  I  cannot  in- 
dividualize. Always  cheerful,  ever  obedient,  and  never 
shrinking  from  duty,  the  Commission  have  every  reason  to 
be  proud  of  their  record  as  firemen. 

I  would  also  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  Captain  Still- 
man,  of  the  -''Insurance  Patrol,"  and  also  to  his  efficient 
company,  for  their  valuable  services.  Gentlemanly,  reli- 
able, and  fearless,  they  are  a  credit  to  themselves  and  their 
patrons,  and  an  honor  to  their  captain  who  has  brought 
them  to  such  a  state  of  discipline. 

I  would  again  return  my  thanks  to  James  S.  Thompson, 
Fire  Marshal.  His  assistance  has  been  invaluable  on  the 
fire  ground.  Cautious  and  intelligent,  his  advice  and  help 
has  always  been  welcome.  Seldom  mistaken  in  his  judgment, 
he  fulfils  his  duties  with  rare  skill  and  discretion.  To  His 
Honor,  William  S.  Stokley,  S.  Irvin  Given,  and  the  officers 
and  men  under  him,  for  the  prompt  assistance  on  the  fire 
ground,  and  to  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Fire 
Commission,  I  offer  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  many  acts  of 
kindness  done,  and  the  valuable  suggestions  offered  to  me 
iiv  our  official  relations,  and  I  trust  that  my  efforts  to 
protect  the  property  of  my  fellow-citizens  may  merit  the 
favor  I  receive,  and  the  confidence  which  has  been  so  fully 
reposed  in  me.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  appointed  to  Investigate  the 
Management  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works,  in 
pursuance  of  certain  resolutions,  to  be  found  on  pages  1, 
2,  and  3  of  the  printed  proceedings  and  testimony,  and  on 
the  Journal  of  Common  Council,  beg  leave  to  report  they  held 
their  first  meeting  on  November  23,  1880,  and  closed  taking 
testimony  March  25,  1881.  After  deliberating  upon  the 
testimony  produced  before  your  Committee,  they  report  as 
follows : 

First.  The  Committee  find,  as  a  fact,  that  the  Trust  have, 
since  January  1,  1876,  paid  an  average  of  about  one  dollar 
more  per  ton  for  coal  than  appears  from  the  testimony  to 
have  been  paid  by  other  consumers  of  the  gas  coal  within  the 
port  of  Philadelphia.  It  further  appears  since  that  time  the 
Trust  have  purchased  about  1,250,000  tons  of  coal,  which 
would  show  a  loss  to  the  Trust  of  $1,250,000.  There  does 
not  appear,  in  the  elaborate  answer  of  the  Trustees,  through 
their  Chief-Engineer,  any  explanation  of  why  the  Trust  paid 
one  dollar  more  per  ton  than  other  consumers.  The  Trust 
did  not  invite  proposals  for  coal  in  a  manner  to  secure  that 
competition  so  necessary  to  the  economic  conduct  of  a  large 
manufacturing  business,  such  as  that  entrusted  in  their  care. 
The  railroad  companies  and  the  coal  companies  absolutely 
refused  to  appear  before  the  Committee,  and  thereby  prevented 
them  from  obtaining  any  information  which  would  explain  this 
great  loss  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The  Committee  find 
that  the  Trust  are  guilty  of  gross  mismanagement  in  their 
purchase  of  coal. 

Second.  The  subject  of  leakage  is  most  important  and 
enters  largely  into  the  cost  of  manufacturing  gas.  Compar- 
ing the  testimony  of  all  experts  produced  before  the  Com- 
mittee, the  report  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  the  statement  of  Dr.  Cresson,  the  Committee 
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are  of  the  opinion  that,  under  all  the  circumstances,  includ- 
ing gas  consumed  at  the  stations  and  works,  the  leakage 
should  not  average  more  than  from  12  to  15  per  cent,  on  the 
whole  amount  manufactured. 

The  reports  of  the  Trusts  show  the  leakage  to  have  been 
for  1875,  15  per  cent.;  1876,  15  per  cent.;  1877,  18  per 
cent.;  1878,  21  per  cent.;  1879,  21$  per  cent.;  1880,  18  per 
cent.  The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  item  can  be, 
by  close  and  careful  attention,  reduced  at  least  5  per  cent. 
A  saving  of  this  amount  at  the  items  of  cost  of  making  and 
distributing,  as  furnished  to  the  Committee  by  Dr.  Cresson, 
would  amount  to  at  least  $125,000  per  annum. 

Third.  On  the  question  of  the  number  of  men  employed  in 
making  gas,  and  the  consequent  cost,  we  have  the  testimony 
of  Dr.  Cresson,  who,  upon  the  condition  of  the  works  as  they 
existed  previous  to  1864,  says  one  man  should  produce  6,430 
cubic  feet  per  day.  Mr.  White,  an  expert  called  by  the 
Trust,  says  7,000  cubic  feet.  Mr.  Kennedy  says  10,000 
cubic  feet  per  man,  and  the  Harlem  Works  make  about 
9,800  cubic  feet  per  man. 

Take  the  7,000  cubic  feet,  which  Mr.  White  says  should 
be  the  product  per  man  per  day,  and  compare  this  with  the 
number  of  men  on  the  pay-rolls  for  1876 — the  statement  of 
Mr.  Park  that  the  number  of  men  regularly  employed  was 
1,600 — and  the  production  of  gas  for  that  year,  we  are 
brought  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Trust  employ  at  least  fif- 
teen per  cent,  more  men  than  seems  to  be  required  from  the 
annual  production.  While  Mr.  Park,  in  his  testimony,  on 
page  1645,  made  the  number  of  men  about  equal  to  the  pro- 
duction, yet,  from  an  examination  of  the  pay-roll  for  January, 
1881,  taken  in  connection  with  the  pay-roll  for  1876,  we 
cannot  rely  upon  his  statement.  Had  the  gas  men  and  ex- 
perts called  by  the  Trust  seen  proper  to  answer  the  question 
as  to  the  number  of  men  employed  in  their  works,  taken  with 
the  production  of  such  works,  there  would  have  been  a  flood 
of  light  thrown  on  this  subject,  and  the  Committee  would 
have  been  able  to  arrive  definitely  at  the  exact  number  of  men 
necessary  to  produce  the  results,  as  set  forth  in  the  report. 

This  excess  of  men  results  from  the  political  condition  of 
the  Trust ;  but  as  it  is  a  matter  which  represents  about 
$150,000  per  annum,  it  should  be  immediately  remedied. 
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As  entering  into  the  cost  of  gas,  the  Committee  call  at- 
tention to  the  fact,  that  by  the  testimony  of  the  experts 
called  by  the  Gas  Trust,  and  the  yield  shown  in  report  of 
January,  1881,  per  pound  of  coal,  we  find  that  the  average 
yield  in  the  preceding  years  of  1877,  1878,  and  1879,  the 
proceeds  of  the  manufacture  in  those  years,  were  so  much 
below  the  proper  yield,  as  to  have  resulted  in  a  loss  on  that 
item  at  the  cost  of  the  gas  in  the  holder  (without  including 
interest  on  the  plant),  as  estimated  by  Dr.  Cresson,  of  over 
$60,000  in  each  of  those  years,  without  carrying  the  inquiry 
beyond.  The  average  yield  for  those  years  being  4.27  cubic 
feet  of  gas  per  pound  of  coal,  and  in  1880,  4.40  cubic  feet. 

The  cost  of  making  gas  can  be  reduced  by  a  sale  of  the 
residuals. 

There  was  a  large  amount  of  testimony  taken  upon  the 
subject  of  the  disposal  of  coke,  ammoniacal  liquor,  tar,  etc., 
and  we  think  that  the  evidence  will  convince  the  Trust  and 
the  public,  that  with  a  closer  attention  to  the  mode  of  dis- 
posing of  these  articles,  they  will  yield  a  larger  return,  but 
your  Committee  are  unable,  from  the  testimony,  to  determine 
the  amount. 

Fourth.  The  Committee  had  purposed  to  test  the  quantity 
of  gas  consumed  by  the  public  lamps,  but  the  limited  time 
allowed  them  to  complete  their  labors  renders  it  impossible 
for  them  to  speak  definitely  on  the  subject ;  but  they  incline 
to  the  opinion  that  a  well  regulated  burner,  properly  attended 
to,  will  give,  perhaps,  abetter  light,  and  at  the  same  time  save 
a  large  amount  of  gas. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  desire  to  say  it  is  a  duty 
the  Trust  owes  to  the  owners  of  real  estate  and  renters,  to 
lay  without  cost  to  the  consumer  all  the  mains  necessary  for 
a  full  and  complete  supply  of  gas  to  all  dwellings.  We  think 
the  Trust  should  immediately  repay  all  the  money  advanced 
by  the  property  owners  for  this  purpose,  and  lay  the  pipes  as 
they  may  be  needed,  without  requiring  any  further  deposit 
from  the  property  owners  for  the  purpose. 

Fifth.  In  the  matter  of  making  contracts  for  the  sale  of 
residuals,  or  the  purchase  of  coal,  supplies,  etc.,  the  Com- 
mittee find  the  Trust  have  been  very  culpable. 
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All  supplies  are  purchased  at  the  request  of  the  Engineer, 
and  from  persons  selected  either  by  the  Engineer  or  the 
Trustees ;  favoritism  in  this  matter,  either  for  political  or 
other  reasons,  were  shown  to  the  Committee.  Ex-Ohief- 
Engineer  Brown  purchased  largely  from  a  firm  in  which  his 
son  was  a  partner,  and  stated  frankly  to  the  Committee  that 
he  would  advise  him  not  to  appear  before  the  Committee ; 
he  also  purchased  from  other  business  firms,  in  which  rela- 
tives and  friends  of  the  Trust  were  interested.  There  was  no 
advertisement  by  the  Trust  for  coal  or  supplies,  they  have  vio- 
lated every  business  rule  in  this  matter,  and  your  Committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  large  amounts  of  money  have  been 
wasted,  squandered,  or  worse  in  this  connection.  Did  any 
head  of  a  department  of  any  other  branch  of  the  City  gov- 
ernment do  as  the  Trustees  have  done  in  this  matter,  the 
Councils  would  remove  such  officer  at  once.  For  much  less 
than  has  been  shown  in  this  connection,  certain  reputable 
gentlemen  of  this  community  were  forced  by  the  opinion 
of  the  then  City  Solicitor  to  resign  their  positions  as  Mana- 
gers of  the  House  of  Correction. 

Such  a  system  of  making  contracts  opens  the  door  to 
frauds  of  the  worst  kind,  as  the  following  will  show  : 

On  August  20,  1879,  the  Trust  requested  proposals  for 
10,000  12-feet  lengths  of  3-inch  cast-iron  pipe;  10,000 
12-feet  lengths  4-inch  cast-iron  pipe;  said  pipe  to  be  of 
standard  weight.  In  response  to  which  request  they  received 
a  proposal  from  R.  D.  Wood  &  Co.,  of  this  City,  to  furnish 
said  pipe  :  3-inch  for  15f  cents  per  foot,  and  4-inch,  22 J  cents 
per  foot;  said  pipe,  to  be  furnished  by  Wood  &  Co.,  were  to 
weigh  to  a  standard  of  11  pounds  per  foot  for  3-inch-,  and 
16  pounds  for  4-inch.  Messrs.  Wood  &  Co.  were  informed 
by  Engineer  Park  and  Trustee  McManes,  that  their  bid  was 
lowest,  but  that  the  Trust  desired  a  heavier  pipe  than  the 
standard  above,  that  is,  12J  per  cent,  heavier.  Messrs. 
Wood  afterwards  sent  a  proposal  as  requested. 

On  September,  24,  1879,  the  Trust  entered  into  a  contract 
with  Jesse  W.  Starr,  Sr.,  to  supply  said  pipe  of  the  standard 
weight,  at  price  of  18  cents  per  foot  for  3-inch,  and  25  cents 
for  the  4-inch. 

By  this  contract  the  Trust  paid  $6,150  more  to  Jesse  W. 
Starr  than  they  would  have  paid  to  E.  D.  Wood  &  Co.  on 
their  first  proposal. 
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The  Committee,  on  the  29th  of  March,  1881,  had  100 
lengths  of  the  *4-inch  pipe,  delivered  under  this  contract, 
weighed,  which  showed  that  said  10,000  lengths  of  pipe  con- 
tained forty-nine  tons  less  than  the  standard  weight  offered 
by  K  D.  Wood  &  Co.,  which  occasioned  a  further  loss  to  the 
Trust  of  $1,470,  making  a  total  loss  to  the  Trust  of  $7,620 
on  a  contract  amounting  to  $46,600,  not  including  any 
probable  loss  on  the  3-inch  pipe,  which  the  Committee  did 
not  weigh. 

The  Committee  find  that  almost  every  iron  contract  was 
awarded  by  the  Trust  to  Jesse  W.  Starr,  Sr.,  or  Starr  &  Co., 
sometimes  to  enormous  amounts.  The  above  example  (in  the 
absence  of  the  books  and  presence  of  the  said  Starrs  at  the 
investigation,  although  requested  to  attend  and  bring  with 
them  their  books  and  papers)  may  explain  the  cause  of  the 
preference  so  constantly  given  to  this  firm  outside  of  the 
City. 

Sixth.  Under  the  testimony  of  some  of  the  witnesses  pro- 
duced by  the  Trust,  the  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
their  standard  is  not  sufficiently  high  in  selecting  their  chief 
executive  officers.  These  officers  appear  to  have  had  control 
of  the  entire  business  under  the  sanction  of  the  Board,  though 
selected  without  regard  to  previous  professional  training. 
The  Committee  are  further  of  the  opinion  that  political  pro- 
scription, or  the  exercise  of  political  powers  by  the  members 
of  the  Trust,  are  in  entire  variance  with  the  business  and 
duties  of  the  Trust  and  the  purposes  of  their  appointment. 

Seventh.  The  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Securities  of  Loan  9,  after  examination  by  the  City 
Controller,  agree  with  the  report  of  the  Trustees. 

When  this  investigation  commenced,  the  Committee  were 
informed  that  the  Gas  Trustees  desired  a  thorough  and  complete 
examination,  and  that  every  facility  would  be  extended  to 
them  to  examine  the  books,  accounts,  bills,  contracts,  etc., 
and  that  ex-Chief-Engineer  Brown  and  the  present  Chief, 
together  with  the  present  Trustees  and  officers,  would  gladly 
attend  the  sittings  of  the  Committee  and  furnish  every 
information  and  explanation  necessary;  but  the  Committee 
were  disappointed  in  this.  The  Trustees  and  its  officers  ne- 
glected to  attend ;  the  President  and  other  members  of  the 
Board  absolutely  refused,  though  requested  under  subpoena 
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to  do  so,  and  then  thwarted  the  Committee,  through  the 
Controller,  in  the  proper  audit  of  the  accounts,  and  they 
further  refused  to  produce  vouchers  for  incidentals,  amounting 
to  $9,000,  expended  in  1876. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  investigation  it  assumed,  on  the 
part  of  the  Trustees,  that  of  an  adverse  proceeding,  and  they 
represented  themselves  as  defendants,  appearing  by  counsel. 

Their  counsel  closed  their  testimony  without  producing 
their  clients;  the  Committee  again  issued  a  subpoena  to  the 
Trust,  and  several  of  them  appeared ;  but  instead  of  volun- 
teering and  assisting  in  a  complete  and  perfect  statement 
and  examination  of  their  great  trust,  as  they  had  professed 
themselves  willing  and  anxious  to  do,  they  forced  the  Com- 
mittee to  subject  those  of  them  who  did  finally  appear,  to  a 
cross-examination,  a  course  of  conduct  entirely  at  variance 
with  any  honest  effort  to  further  this  investigation  to  a  suc- 
cessful and  satisfactory  issue,  and  in  direct  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  4  of  the  Ordinance  creating  the  Trust. 

The  Committee  had  before  them  the  proposition  to  recom- 
mend Councils  to  pass  a  resolution  dismissing  these  Trustees 
from  their  office,  but  in  view  of  the  doubts  surrounding  the 
question,  they  have  determined,  after  full  consideration,  to 
adopt  such  a  course  as  will  best  secure  a  full  and  thorough 
investigation  of  the  subject  under  the  process  of  the  Court, 
and  the  consequent  dismissal  of  such  of  the  Trustees  as  may, 
upon  a  judicial  inquiry,  be  found  faithless  to  their  trust.
